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R aising Cream Under W ater—Does W ater 
KUI th e Ccd'lng M oth—Bleeding 
Pear Trees. 


I t is claimed th at a great advance baa been 
made in making butter by submerging the 
m ilk in water to raise the cream. 
The hotter 
th a t took the grand sweepstake prize a t the 
Am erican Institute, New York, lately for 
the best bntter in the United States and 
Canada, was made from cream raised in this 
m anner. 
The young lady, Miss Fanny G. 
Morley, w h o exhibited the. successful butter, 
in an article on butter-making, explains the 
process of submerging the m ilk and the 
philosophy of the procees of thus separating 
the cream from the milk in this manner. 
3he says: 
“ Instead of those large pans 
holding 700 pounds of miik, we aie ruing 
cans for raiding the cream. 
W e-strain the 
warm new milk directly into them and sub­ 
marge in cold water about 43 degrees Fahren­ 
heit, letting them remain eleven hours, at 
the expiration of which time the cream is all 
separated from the milk. 
The philosophic 
explanation of the scientific principles ' in­ 
volved in this submerging proce.-s f r rai.-ing 
cream is very simple. 
W ater being a better 
conductor of heat than air, the warm miik, 
submerged in very cold water, c *ois more 
rapidly 
than if placed >n milk equally 
cold. 
R rpid 
cooling 
makes the 
milk 
heavier, and in descending it forces up the 
lighter cream, and I suppose th at by the 
time the milk i- th -roughly cooled the^uiiik 
is all at the top. 
The weather can exert no 
influence on milk set in this way. 
The re­ 
sult is always uniform if the same conditions 
be observed, and all practical bntter-m akers 
appreciate the value cf a uniform quality of 
e; sum and bntter.” 
We have quoted the 
above to show the plan and the manner of 
placing the miik under water snd the claim 
of advantages to be secured by it. 
We can 
see no reason why cream should rise any 
quicker on milk placed iu a temperature of 
43 degrees under water than if placed at the 
same temperature iu the air, while we c m, 
however, very well see th at it will he much 
easier to keep the tem perature of the water 
even and uniform than to keep the tem pera­ 
ture of the atmosphere even and uniform. 
W e 
can 
also see great 
advantages in 
the 
control 
of 
the 
tem perature 
iu 
this 
respect. 
One of 
the great helps 
to making 
good 
butter 
is the 
power 
to make the conditions uniform. 
Mis 
Mor- 
iay claims th at by the submerging of the 
inilk they make three quarters of a pound 
more butter to every one hundred poundB of 
milk. 
This is certainly a gain that is well 
worth striving for. 
In a large dairy it will 
add very materially to the profits of s season’s 
operations, and the gain will be in the same 
proportion in ail smaller dairies. 
W ith the 
process of submerging the milk to separate 
the cream is used another process of curing 
. the cream after it is separated. 
The creairi- 
p ts are submerged in water and ths water 
"around them kept at a certain temperature 
ti :til the cream is fully ripe and ready to 
churn. 
I t only tak- s about ten horns for 
this procer s, and no new cream is added while 
the first lot placed in the pots is m aturing or 
ripening, hut that in the pots is stirred fre­ 
quently, to secure a uniform m aturity to all. 
Tne cream is kept at 63’ Far. while in the 
churn. 
If at a lower tem perature it takes 
longer to bring the butter, and if a ta higher 
ternperalure, although the butter will come 
sooner, there will not be as much of it, and 
the quality will be inferior. 
As soon as the 
butter appears in soull globules, and before 
they adhere to each other so as to form into a 
mass, or before the '"butter is gathered,” as 
th s old expression has ir, 
* butter-m ilk is 
ca-efu'ly drawn ofT, -and its ; Lee is supplied 
w ith cold water,.salted. This u cbu--aed suf­ 
ficiently to wash out th. re a in in g butter­ 
milk, and then this is drawn cff and more 
c-'ld brine introduced a d stirred and d rr vn 
cff till it co nes ir >m the chum clean. 
Thus 
all the bntter-uiiik is taken from the butter, 
leaving the grain of the butter uninjured. 
This is an im portant item in good butter. 
The butter is then salted in the churn, using 
one ounce < f pure h-,1; to one pou dof butter, 
and the salt i- woiked in while the butrer ir 
yet in the churn 1 y s'mply turning the churn. 
The churn u-ed is a simple square box, this 
being the best on account of its bringing the 
bu tter w iththt least friction. Ail cashes and 
and fan striking the cream, as in the old- 
f shioued chorus, break the grains more or 
less, and thus bring the butter to a greare. 
W hen the salt is fairly mixed through the 
mass of butter, it is taken fr j u the churn and 
placed in the butter-wmker and set in a cool 
dace from ten to tweiv- hours, then worked 
ver slowly, and packed or made into rolls 
r market.

of an orchard f r so short a time as a wee.t 
will not clean out the c dling moth, ruch 
submergence for 3 month or more wi.l reduce 
their numbers very materially. 
If, as we 
have now good reason to believe, the orchards 
on the Sacramento ¿river have be-’n pretty 
weli cleaned of the moth by the high w aters 
of the past winter, the orchardists in this 
eecti n have a little good out of their general 
misfortunes. 
Hut this tact should not induce 
them to relax f -r a moment their exertions 
against these orchard pests. 
If the fl >od has 
given a email advaulage over their enemy, 
tney should see 
to 
it th at 
this ad­ 
vantage 
is 
maintained 
from 
this 
on. 
The lam e that may have been above the line 
of high water and those that were well imbed­ 
ded in the light bark of the bodies below that 
line will be sufficient, if not taken care of, to 
effect the destruction of a large portion of 
this year’s crop, and to increase the numbers 
for next year to millions. 
I t will be much 
easier to take care of the reduced numbers 
than it would have been to have made way 
with the whole brood. 
The remaining live 
pupeel will soon, and probably are already- 
hatching o u t, and the moths so hatched will 
soon be laying their eggs in the blossom end 
of the small apples and j>ears. 
In from ten 
to twelve days the eggs so laid will hatch, 
and there will come out of each one a very 
small worn', scarcely large enough to be seen 
with the naked eye. 
This little worm by in­ 
stinct knows exactly what to do, and at once 
begins to bore its way into the green fruit. 
In ten days it will have made its way per­ 
haps half way to the center of the apple or 
pear, and if at this time the fruit be pi.ked 
off and cut open the worm will be found to 
have grown to about three-eigbths of an inch 
in length and to 
about 
the size of a 
S 
in in thickness. In about thirty-two or three 
ays from the time the egg is laid in the aeed 
end of the small fruit tbs worm will have at­ 
tained full size, and will tljen be ready to as­ 
sume the pup * or chrysalis form. 
I t will 
then eat its way through the core or pericarp, 
and come out on the surface of the fruit. 
Sometimes before it gets out, the frnit itself 
being thus injured, falls to the ground, and 
sometimes the worm emerges and lets itself 
down by a fine web. 
In either case instinc t 
teaches the worm th at the tree is ths natural 
place for its future home in whatever form it 
may assume. 
It therefore makes its way as 
rapidly as possible to the body of the tree, 
and crawls up it till a good opening is found 


under some of the looee bark to make its nest 
or cocoon. 
If this bark has been scraped 
smooth, and coarse brown papar or cloth 
bands have been wrapped around tne body, 
it will find the very place it is looking for 
under one of th- se paper or cloth ban is. 
There it will make its nest, nr cocoon, and 
charge its form from a worm to a chrysalis. If 
undisturbed, it will hatch from this pui ® or 
chrysalis, in about twelve days, thusproducing 
a perfectinsector moth—the sec ndgeneration 
of the season ; i early to begin another round 
from egg to insect—the third gener*ti-»n of 
the season. 
While in the pu¡ a form under 
the paj>er or cloth is the time for the orchard- 
ist to do his work of destruction, and thus f. 
prevent the possibility of i second gener­ 
ation 
These paper or cloth bands should 
therefore be examined and all w rms and 
pup® found iu them killed about every six 
days during the season. 
If all orahardiats 
will take the above precaution of scraping 
th -ir trees au i wr .p1 i g them with bands, as 
described, and thus kdl all the worms and 
pup® iu th*m every t:x days all season, the 
fruit crop of each, aud of the Stare, will be 
more than double what it. will be iu the ab­ 
sence of these precautions, and the number 
of worms next year will be comparatively 
few and the fruit crop comparatively heavy. 
Those whom th e. high water of last winter 
has helped are peculiarly fortun .te in "having 
so much of vhe-vvor.r already d ;ie f r them : 
bnt, »e ths Lord has helped tinm . let then:

Bleeding fe a r Trees 
There are m any diseases of tr ee ami 
shrubs of which those who cultivate them 
take but little account, an i c r.sequently 
know but little. 
W e are not observant 
enough. 
The man who cultivates tree*. and 
the success of whore business depends upon 
the health and productiveness of tb-re trees, 
should make their study a m atter of every­ 
day life. 
He shoul 1 be daily on the lookout 
for any peculiarity noticeable in their ap­ 
pearance, and *kouM b ia s familiar with all 
their ailings as should a phy.-iciaa with the 
constitution and sync toms of his patients. 
Practical ou'^Yutors are apt to refer all such 
m atters to scientists, * hen they should them ­ 
selves become the scientists. 
Science with 
reference to any particular branch of nature 
is after all but ?.u accumulate u of facts and 
inferences obtained by observation and rea­ 
soning fr >m these facts. Tne practical man 
in any branch of culture, a- rgriculture, hor­ 
ticulture or viticulture, should above oil 
others 
be 
the clo c-t 
and 
most con­ 
stant observer and 
best 
reasoner, 
and 
consequently 
the 
best 
scientist. 
The 
difficulty u irii 
our general farmers, or- 
chardists and vine-erovre-rs is that they are 
frightened at the thought of science. 
They 
imagine th at the n ar of science has a enrt 
of charmed life ; th at he has some super­ 
natural mode of obtaining knowledge; that 
he travels a road hedged about to keep away 
the common people. 
New, the plain truth 
is that there is no such charmed life, no such 
hedged road, and that men wh > become noted 
as great naturalists and scientists are th se 
who berin life by seeing and studying what 
nature spreads out before r.'l alike. 
Above 
all others, the farmer has to deal with nature 
most, and is the most dependent on nature 
for his bu Lea* success. 
Should he not, 
therefore, !e the best aud closest observer of 
nature, and the bent naturalist, so f r as re­ 
lates to his particular branch of aericultuie ? 
We have made there general remarks as in­ 
troductory to our main obj ct, which is to 
call attention of horticulturist to s me bleed­ 
ing pear trees that have been noticed iu an 
orchlrd in this vicinity. 
There are three 
trees iu the orchard 
f .1 hu Cox, Prre-ideut 
o? the County Boar 1 of H orticulture of Sac­ 
ramento c unly, located near Sutlcrvilte, 
that are afflicted with some disease th at

The disea e made its appearance first about a 
year ago on a tree from .which the branches 
had been cut for grafting the year previous.

The next spring, 
however, when the 
i i be,an to move, Mr. 
Cox noticed that just be: 
th*- limb- the sap 
was exuding, nr the tree Meediog. 
The sap 
as it came out through the bark i ffervesced or 
foamed, giving it a white milky appearance, 
and ran down to the ground, seal ling and 
killing the bark in streaks over which it ran. 
1’his process cor.tinned during the season, the 
tree giving sj mpto- s of graoually h,sing its 
vigor and life. 
This spring the tree failed to 
ehow signs < f life, and has bren dug up and 
burned, aud u -w the two adj inin ; p -nrtree*, 
o n ' 
on 
each 
tile 
of 
the Oeid 
tree, 
are 
aff-etid 
in 
a 
similar 
manner— 
one that w..s grafted a year ago, and one that 
has n it beer, gr f'erl, nd has its lia'ural top 
or head on. 
Some of the grafts on tho 
:rafted tre- are r.beariv d -. d, wh'le the oth­ 
ers eeetn to be yet i" i o..d erudition. 
T e 
sap. is coming out through the bark of the 
pre.eut sick trees near r. e ground, hut has 
tjre same appearance of cffervercir.g as in the 
original tree. 
W herever the sap runs dotvn 
on the outride it teen..* to p i mu the hark all 
through. 
Taking off tire outside bark, it is 
noticed that there is no deposit of new wood 
or aibumum, and both wood and hark were 
dead and dark colored. 
We would be glad if 
any of our horticultural reader * have had 
similar experience th at they would let us 
hear from them, and also if they cau give-a 
name and cure f 
t l e disease.

And it sometimes happens the shows and 
booths are not in good w orking order for 
th at occasion, it may l>e.that these various 
m erchants and popular 
showmen have 
chosen to begin earlier this year in antici­ 
pation of a more successful career aftr r the 
season has commenced. 
To morrow all 
Paris will be moving tow ards the Place du 
Trone, and gensdarm es w ill bo placed 
along the Boulevard V oltaire aud Rue St. 
Antoine, so as to protect the pedestrians 
from being harm ed by the num erous car­ 
riages.

the chevaux de bolt will

men ; in th e battle of Solferina, when she 
lost 12 720 ; and in vain they flatter this 
people by stating th a t th e y are of the same 
race as themselves, 
th a t th eir interests 
should be one and the same, th a t they 
should, in fact, be brotheis through affec­ 
tion. 
Still tne Ita lia n -Consul a t Tunis is 
not recalled by his G overnm ent, bn t re­ 
m ains to excite th e Bey and his subjects 
against th e French. 
There is no apparent 
reason for th is anim osity on the part oi the 
Italians, unless it is that, having con­ 
fidence in the com plete prostration of the 
French arm y, th ey think this an excellent 
opportunity of increasing their interests 
and strongholds in A frica by dim inishing 
those of the French. 
I t cannot be th a t 
Italy seriously thiirks of going to war w ith 
France eventually, lor they m ust know 
th at of the tw o France is to-day th -stro n g ­ 
er ; and although Italy has a fair arm y, it 
is easy to suppose th at should th e G overn­ 
m ent wish to lead them into a w crlike ad­ 
venture the Italian people would rai-e a 
strong opposition, for they have an adm ir­ 
able political comprehension, aud they very 
well understand tn at th e r 


MOMENT OF CONQIMAST 
Has not yet arrived, tor th e reason th at 
th eir country is still young, having been 
born but yesteiday. 
I t needs to be con­ 
stitu ted , to organize its finances, i's adm in­ 
istration ami public duties, ami for th a t it 
needs long years of tranquillity and peace. 
A w ar for Italy , howsoever near it may 
reach victory, would prove a disaster 10 
th e country. 
Italy, since such a long tim e 
ruined by the dom ination of foreigners, has 
little or scarcely any industry. 
The small 
and even large commerce there is being 
ruined by the taxes, and th e soil is so di­ 
vided up betw een a sm all num ber of pro­ 
prietors th a t tbore rem ains a large portion 
of the country of ceDtrai aud southern 
Italy which is uncultivated. 
Tne register 
of lands no longer exist3, and there results 
an extraordinary inequality in the contri­ 
butions levied on the different parts of 
the 
territory. 
In 
Tuscany 
th e 
laud 
does 
not 
pay 
w hat 
it 
pays 
in 
V euetia 
or 
in 
other 
provinces. 
E v­ 
erything 
is to be done over again, or 
rath er to be created, but unfortunately the 
resources .ire w anting, and th is country, 
once so rich, has become so poor th at it 
needs timo to again find its prosperity and 
lost forces. 
The m arine of Italy , how­ 
ever, is form idable, and its arm y is said to 
be excellent. 
Italy, in fact, has alw ajs 
produced good soldiers and good Captains. 
Y et the Italians should not suppose th at 
the France they would attack to-day is 
the France of eleven years ago, when she 
w ent to w ar with Prussia ; for iu th a t tim e 
she has organized her arm y, has stre n g th ­ 
ened her industries and commerce, and iu 
a great m easure repaired th e disasters 
created by the Empire. 
Besides it is ex­ 
ceedingly im politic to seek to estrange a 
nation of which they have great need, for 
Italy proposes to borrow 600,000,004) of 
France. 
One other nation beside Italy is 
in a great stew because France proposes to 
punish the Kroum irs for having com m itted 
depredations on the French frontier, for 
having killed her soldiers and stoli n her 
cattle ; th a t is England, which has alw ays 
thought th a t it was privileged to grab up 
any portion of the earth ’s globe w ith im ­ 
punity,

Feigning to have forgotten th at 
they helped them selves to Cyprus, they 
protest w ith holy horror the attack in g the 
equilibrium of the T-::ki ,h Em pire or i's 
dependents. 
France hastened to remind 
England of the conversation w hich took 
place Ketwien the M arquis of ¡Salisbury 
and Mr. 'V’addington, both a t th a t tim e 
M inisters, in wcicn the English M inister 
stated th a t England w ould sre w ithout the 
slightest suspicion the legitim ate increase 
ol French influence in 
i UQis. and th a t it 
would 
not 
modify

a ‘titu d e even 
s oa d 
the 
G overnm ent 
of 
the 
Bey 
fail, and y et because the French G overn­ 
m ent determ ines on punishing glievoas 
transgressor.*, they m ake a great a.iu «bout 
it. . They don’t

cake them selves, but they cannot endure 
th e idea of anybody else getting a bite of 
it. 
As far as G erm auy is concerned, it 
considers F.acce perfectly justifiable in 
protecting her interests in A frica and of 
defending her frontiers ; it m ay be th a t 
G erm any is rejoiced th a t Frauce may be 
occupied iu thinking of som ething else be­ 
side Aleacc and Loraiue, w hereas many 
French persons perceive a far more dan- 
gerdus intention on the part of G erm any 
in encouraging them to tight the K rou­ 
mirs. 
Bism arck is the nigut-m are of the 
French people, 
and iu 
every ill th a t 
threatens to befall them they never fail to 
perceive tlie hand of the G erm an Chancel­ 
lor upraised against them , and behind tne 
K roum irs they see the B.iy, behind the 
Bey Italy , aud behind Italy G erm any, or 
rath er Bism arck, for they cannot divest 
them selves of the idea th at Bism arck w ith 
entire G erm any a t his call is w aiting for 
an opportunity to pounce upon them for 
the purpose of 
extorting several more 
m illiards of franc*, which it seems th at 
country is in great need of. 
The French 
forget th a t it was not G erm any which first 
made w ar on them , and they do not seem 
to understand th at if Germ any still keei-s 
an eye on them it is because she regards 
them som ew hat in th e light of

The tru th is th a t in the attack s of the 
K roum irs thure exists an organised power 
w hich encourages them . 
Tne French de­ 
mand th a t the B :y should join his troops

refus&l 
they 
will 
prevent 
the 
approach 
of 
his soldiers, aud will perform the task 
w ithout assistance. 
The Italian Consul 
has represented to the Bey th a t he had 
nothing to-dav to fear from France, for, 
beside Italy, England would interfere, and 
a nation bo defeated and hum iliated would 
rev er have th e courage to defy these 
Powers. 
B ut now th a t the Bey perceives 
th a t the French are in earnest he has be­ 
come frightened, and dem anded guarantee 
of protection from England, and these 
three countries, 
France, Italy and E ng­ 
land, w ith Italy in the m idst of a M inis­ 
terial crisis, continue to discuss the affair. 
Is it really France’s intentiou to help her­ 
self to a slice of Tunis ? 
Sach is certainly 
not thc-ir desire, and because th ey do not 
choose to d o so, not because Italy or Eng­ 
land has forbidden them . 
In the first 
place their present African possessions cost 
them dear enough w ithout addiDg to their 
burden in th a t direction ; in the next place, 
suppose they conquered a p a rt of Tunis 
they never could expect to keep possession 
of it w ithout constant w ar w ith a people 
who fight m nch as th e M exicans do, and 
who inhabit a m ountainous country where 
it is difficult to attack the enem y. 
They 
do not undertake this war w ith any san­ 
guine expectations, 
b ut from a sense of 
duty, from a feeling of indignation agaiust 
the barbarians, who, on capturing their 
soldiers, cut off their ears aud noses and 
p u t out their eyes, to leave them to linger 
out their miserable existence in some de­ 
serted spot. 
I t is even w ith apprehension 
they undertake this war, for they do not 
dare draw away their troops from Algiers, 
and are in conscqaence obliged to send 
those from the northern part of the coun­ 
try, who are unaccustomed to -th at trying 
clim ate, and will likely die off like tliea 
w ithout the aid of the K roum irs’ m uskets.

Siie carries a baby

ture. 
Its little, bony arm hung lim ply 
down its m other’s back, its w retched head 
lay npon her shoulder, and its blue, pinched 
features and closed eyes m ade it the em ­ 
bodim ent of w ant and ^suffering.

Every one is fam iliar w ith the furrowed 
impression of a ringer m ark ; bu t it is not 
so generally known th a t the character of 
the prin t varies considerably for each indi­ 
vidual. 
Indeed, a perev n can be readily 
and faithfully identified by the m arks of 
his thum bs when other peculiarities arc at 
fault. 
Had the finger m arks of the uenu- 
ine Roger Tichborne ]>etu by any possibil­ 
ity preserved among the archives of th at 
noble and notorious family, tiie interm ina­ 
ble quf stion of his identity w ith the person 
called th e “ C laim ant” m 'g h t have been 
solved in a moment, and the tim e and 
money and judicial eloquence w asted on it 
m ight have been saved. The slendtr young 
Roger w ith the m elancholy eyes m ight 
grow into the adipose elderly party now 
recovering 
his original agility on the 
wholesome regim en of Dartmoor prison ; 
b u t the wavy lines of Roger’s thum b would 
never alter into the likeness of the claim ­ 
ants. 
The persQnal developm ent of a gen­ 
eration seems to m ike little or no chauge 
in the pattern of the epiderm is. 
Ia gen­ 
eral, the p rin t of a m an’s finger differs 
from th a t of a wom an’s and a H indoo’s 
from a European’s, but individual differ­ 
ences are so m arked, even in the same fam ­ 
ily, th a t it would be unsafe to pronounce 
auy given signature to be th a t of a male or 
a female, a Hindoo or au Englishm an. 
It 
is in this individuality of tn e impression 
th a t its value as a true sign m anual lies, 
because tins property prevents its being 
forged. 
For more than tw enty years the 
m ethod has been used w ith great success in 
India by \V. I. Herecliell, who now sug­ 
gests its adoption in the E agüen army to 
prevent desertion, and in the English pris­ 
ons to identify the criminals. 
M r. Her- 
echell tried it first on the Indian G overn­ 
m ent pensioners (aud for Orientals, who 
seem so much alike to the European eye, 
there is a special advantage in employing 
i t) ; then he tried it in several registration 
offices, where it “ p u t a sum m ary stop to 
the very idea.of either personation or re­ 
pudiation,” and lifted the cloud of sus­ 
picion which alw ays hangs over such offices 
in India. 
Finally, he introduced it into 
th e jail, by m aking each prisoner sign w ith 
his lin g e r; aud auy official visitor could 
thereafter satisfy him self in an in stant of 
the identity of th e man before him by 
simply' getting him to m ake hia finger sigu.

W ith the new year retired from public 
life one of the moat extraordinary of local 
office-holders. 
Thom as A. Doyle, M ayor 
of Providence, R. I., for fifteen years, de­ 
clined a re-election, and may now indulge 
retrospect of a long and unique adm inis­ 
tration. The Boston Advertiser says : “ In 
uniform succession he haB been opposed by 
every journal published in Providence, and 
as a rule this opposition has been merciless, 
if not b itter and unreasonable. 
H e has 
been opposed a t one tim e by Democrats, 
then by Republicans, then by the Inde­ 
pendents, then by the chief taxpayers, 
then by every departm ent of the city gov­ 
ernm ent, and alw ays by a hopeful minority. 
His relations to the C ity Council have u n ­ 
usually been those of a hearty disagree­ 
m ent on alm ost everything. 
The veto 
messages w ritten by M ayor Doyle would 
fill a stout folio volume. 
He has rarely 
had the support of conservative financiers, 
and he has never attem pted a personal 
policy or a policy of reconciliation. W hile 
expressing a cordial dislike for all sorts of 
men, corporations and interests, he has 
ever' been ready to give every citizen full 
information on all city m atters, and he 
does not seem to have known w hat wire 
pulling, secret arrangem ents an I quiet un­ 
derstandings meant. 
H e has been frack, 
upright and straightforw ard to th e last de­ 
gree—so much so th a t any m an could at 
any tim e learn w hat the M ayor w anted or 
opposed.” 
T hat euch a man should be re­ 
turned fifteen tim es to tb e M ayoralty of a 
growing city is an exception to every rule of 
Am erican baliot-boling.—[Cnicago Times.

A recent num ber of the Printer'» fí, jit- 
t r of London, E igb.n 1, gives the follow­ 
ing interesting inform ation in an article 
condensed fiom a lecture on “ P ip e r ami 
Paper Aloking,” by H enry Pitm au : 
One feature of paper rem ains to be n o ­ 
ticed, nam ely, the “ w ater m ark ,” the 
origin of which explains some o? the nam es 
by w hich papers are known. 
In th e days 
when few persons could read, pictures and 
sym bols were commonly used as signs or 
emblems of em ploym ent, such as the b ar­ 
ber’s “ polo,” the w oolstapler’a “ fleece,” 
th e “ checkers,” on the tavern aud inn 
siyns genera ly. 
Every 
trade 
had its 
“ trade m ark .” 
The new trades of p rin t­ 
ing and p ip er ri.akiDg naturally followed 
tho custom by inventing emblems for dif­ 
ferent m akes of paper and the title pages 
of books. 
The m arks on paper used by 
the early printers consisted ot au ox head 
and a-nr, a dog’s head snd collar, a croWD, 
a shit-hi, a jug, etc. 
T he U 35 m ark orig­ 
inated th e name of “ pot” paper. 
Tne 
picture of a fool’s head, w ith cap and bells, 
gave tire name of “ fool'e-cap,” often short­ 
e n 'd into “ cap” paper. 
“ P ost” 
and 
“ B ath post” are supposed to hare orig­ 
inated from the m ark of a posthorn. 
A 
figure of B ritannia or a lion ram pant sup­ 
porting th e cap of liberty have replaced 
the foolV-oap and postnorn. 
The term 
im perial” is supposed to have been de­ 
rived from the ancient nam e given to the 
finest specimens of papy ri. 
M odern w ater 
m arks arc Conspicuous 011 the paper used 
in printing the Times, bank notes, checks, 
bilis aud postage stamps. 
The m arks can 
be seen distinctly when the paper is held 
up to the light. 
The commonest m arks 
are the paper m aker’s name and th e date. 
Ingen'ous w ater m arks 
have bern con- 
tiived as preventives of frauds aud forger­ 
ies. 
B iuk and legal paper is som etim es 
treated chemically, bo th a t any tam pering 
w i‘h tho ink can be instantly detected. 
The Shakespearian forgeries of Ireland and 
C hatterton’s protended discoveries of old 
poems, would not have imposed so long 
upon the learned had not cunning been 
displayed in tne use o f ancient-looking 
paper. 
The mode of Ireland’s deception 
is disclosed in his “ Cbnfessii n3.” 
H e 
says : “ I discovered th a t a jug was the 
prevalent w ater-m ark of th e reign of Eliz­ 
abeth, in consequence of which 1 inspected 
all the sheets of old paper in my possession, 
and having selected such as had the ju g 
upon them , I produced th e m anuscript 
upon these.” 
G axton’s 
“ Game of the 
Chesse” was printed on paper bearing an 
old English letter surm ounted by a Btar. 
This book was reprinted some years ago as 
a trib u te to C axtoq’s m emory, and paper 
was m ade expressly for th e pnrpcse, in i- 
tatin g the original even to the w ater mark. 
An old m ethod of producing the w ater­ 
m arks was to fix a strong wire on the 
gauze of the hand-mold in the form of the 
object to be represented. 
The num bered 
watere m arks on Bank of England notes 
are produced by a more complicated pro­ 
cess. 
A ny person who can afford so dis­ 
tinctive a luxury, m ay have pap^r made 
expressly for him, bearing his naine„cre8t 
or any device in th e form of w ater m arks.”

ANOTHER LETTER FROM 
MENTO MERCHANTS 
TWO SACRA- 
ABROAD. 


New York—The Tunnel—Factor; s—Boston 
— Toronto — Montreil — Niagara — De­ 
troit—. iiicago—Min. etpoils—Etc. 


Minneapolis, Minn., A pril27,1SS1. 
Ten days in New York is but a “ fl^er’" 
to one who wishes to see the world at one 
of its great centers. We were formally 
introduced to the city this time by the 
porter of the Gilsey House. When he in- 
foimed us that which out of our room 
window, away below, lcoktd like an un­ 
sightly lot, with a weird, spangled border 
on the further side, was the roof of a 
four-story building with tbe west edge of 
Broadway and its lamp?, we felt that an 
apology, or something, was dus him. 
A 
person will often 
tiud 
it to 
his advantage to express his feel­ 
ing in sections. Something like this 
fitted his case. ‘ Esteemed young man ! We 
have not ueen able to procure that latest 
publication, Elijah’s . Chart, the only 
st.aight line ; some people are not lit for 
a mansion in the skies without notice; 
our liuen is not ready for -St. Peter’s in­ 
spection, and you keip our baggage down 
Uiere and tell the landlord that all men 
travfclliug without ladies are not to be 
corralled in the stag’s quarters of every 
hotel in the country. Tne rooms in this 
hotel are all nice, but those in the region 
or earth are more accessible for a ten-day 
life in New York.” It is said that in Paris 
law regulates the hight of buildings ; but 
it has never occurred to the average New 
Yorker that any one is interested in the 
depths to which he shall burrow, nor the 
extent to which he may sec tit to go up. 
Ten years ago, when the writer was last 
here, they were experimenting with the 
Ureenwio.il street 
KLKVATEll RAILROAD, 
Carrying the emigrants. 
These roads 
have been changed and perfected, so that 
they are now the favorite roads for the 
city people. There are two on each side 
of the city—one on each side going up to 
the Harlem river. The one on the west 
side runs from near the Battery to High 
Bridge (Harlem river), some 1! miles, in 
50 minutes, including 27 stoppages. Two 
hours and a half each morning and evening 
the fare is five cents, and at times there is 
hardly standing room left in the cars ; at 
other times the fare is ten cents. The ele­ 
vated railroads have made the travel in 
horse-ears and “ bujes” very comfortable, 
and are having a wondeiful eff.ct in build­ 
ing up the city above and around Central 
Park. They are being built in Brooklyn 
also.Coney Island, then a barren beach, with 
a few bath room sheds and the three-car-', 
monte players, is for three miles now cov­ 
ered with several very large hotels and 
any number of other plac s and means 
for affording amusement and opportunities 
for the industrious to “ work their money 
off” out of their reach. The best way 
down there Í3 by Greenwood Cemetery 
gate, and is suggestive to ti-ose that come 
home early' in the morning. 
Tne work on the Brooklyn bridge is pro­ 
gressing. They are now hanging the wires 
from tlie main cables, and fixing a bridge- 
work to them—doing it from both sides of 
the river. 
The “ hobbyliek” is 6till in position at 
the north end of Central Park, but as 
a relic fiend a short time ago got away 
with a chip of it there are now shifts of 
policemen with “ flaming swords' guarding 
it, and one is not allowed to go within ten 
rods of it. 
TUB OBELISK. 
The baso on which it stands is twelve 
feet square, and the obelisk itself is five 
feet square at tbe base and some seventy 
feet high, and near the top is three feet 
square ; from that portion, in about four 
feet, it tapers from all sides to a point. 
The eide that used to stand to -the storms 
has worn ‘ quite smooth, so they have 
turned it around to give old March here a 
show at it. But the inscriptious are all 
yet plain enough for anyone to read who 
understands old-fashioned chain lightning, 
go familiar to this country when March 
dies. While at the park, we visited the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, and were 
well repaid for doing so. We also called 
at the Seventh Regiment Armory, Sixty- 
sixth street. It is of stone and hard wood 
(oak) finish, 400 feet by 200 feet. The 
building and furniture cost some $000.000. 
The lot and all is said to be worth §1,000,­ 
000. The arill-roora is 300 feet hy 200 
feet. It has a truss roof, and is 75 feet 
from the floor to top of roof. Taey are 
fixing up this room for the “ Music Festi­ 
val,” to come off early in May. It is to 
consist of some seven concerts, at which, 
it is said, Madams Gerster and Carey aod 
Messrs. Campanini and Whitney and other 
lezui.ij artists and a chorus of some 2,000 
will entertain New York with song. 
On Fifth aveuue, oorucr of Fifth street, 
W. H. Vanderbilt is building his new 
UHOWNvSTONK PALACE, 
And next to him aae each for his two 
daughters (they are marri-.d), the whole to 
oost something like a million and a half. 
They are all to be connected on the first 
story by a corrider some 2S hy 30 feet, so 
tbe three houses can be thrown into one 
for reoeptions. The re is only one feature 
about this that is particular interesting to 
us—W. H., in order to get his corner 
house better than anything we have in 
California, proposes to send to Paris for 
some ceilings, to the ends of the earth for 
different finishing wcods, and for his front 
doors we are told, for one set he has en­ 
gaged a party to go and get the gates of 
Paradise, and for the other set the gates 
of Hade*. He will probably find Tweed 
has the last-named in “ Boak" and will 
“ size Vanderbilt’s pile” and check his 
ambition before he tempts St. Peter. 
While here wc opened a “ new account” 
and charged it with an afternoon at 
Birnnm’s, a “ Black Crock” eveniDg at 
Niblo’e, one hour with Gilmore’s Band 
mid era- kc and lager ; anil we credited it 
with “ Felicia” at the Union Square, a 
*'Scrap of Paper” from Wallack’s, and a 
sight draft on Birch, Backus A Co. up 
Broadway. We brought a niee balance 
down to oar credit for not going to the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle as we intended. 
The above are all familiar but Barnum’s 
—he is always new. Under his immense 
roof onoe, the first thing you notice is a 
great circle of some 3,000 white-wood arm­ 
less chairs—-reserved for a dollar—and so 
arranged that the large man can, at the ex­ 
pense of the rest of the human family, get 
his dollar’s worth in seat before he sees 
anything. Back of these seats are nearly 
asmany more popular fifty-ceut ones, whero, 
by buying a field-glass you can enjoy your­ 
self perhaps. In thelargecircle which these 
white chairs surround, and said to have 
been suggested to him from the idea of 
.“ friendship, love and truth,” but more 
likely “ the world, the flesh, the devil,” 
Barnum has arranged in a row three cir­ 
cles. Opposite the middle circle, and well 
in front, we tried to “ see the circus”— 
three performances at once. 
THE DOINGS 
Commenced all right, but in a few mo­ 
ments we saw elephants turning sommer- 
saulta over a pyramid of living statuary. 
A band of horses trying to manage a lot of 
female equestrians and some Roman 
wrestlers trying to catch some wingless 
angels who were flitting just above and 
out of tbeir reach. The six clowns eould 
not reconcile this performance to us, and 
we passed along ont among the wrld ani­ 
mals, and found relief in admiring the care, 
grace and enterprise with which one of 
them stood on a platform and held out to 
us a sixteen-year old, seven and a half 


foot sand bronzed beard. 
What an 
example of push would be lost to the 
young if by any accident that fellow should 
get into the cage of hyenas, which is near 
to him. Going over to Broadway, near by, 
and into an optician’s, to get a compass to 
ate in Boston, we found the place crowded 
with ladies and misses—circua people—all 
selecting eye-glasses. That did not sur­ 
prise us, but not finding Barnum's name 
over the store door did. 
The writer will 
never forget the electric-light effects pro­ 
duced at that show by a cross eyed woman 
as she tried to get her money's worth from 
the three circles at once. 
While across the Hudson we visited the 
Stevens Institute of Technology, a school of 
MECHANICAL ENGINEERING, 
Under a shop-woik instructor. 
It has a 
mechanical laboratory where chemistry is 
taught, etc. A full course occupies four 
yea? b, which covers also the French and 
Germau#laDguage9 and the department of 
belles lettres. There is here quite A collee 
tiou of oid curiosities in the line of early 
mechanism—cue said to be the veritable 
instrument made by Arago to measure the 
velocity of light through different densities 
of atmosphere to be found during Napo­ 
leon’s expedition into E_y pt. 
Near 
by we stepped into the office of 
Meesre. 
Spielman 
& 
Brush, 
civil 
engineers, and formerly in charge of 
the Hudson river tunnel. \\ e found here 
an old friend in the person of Captain 
Sjmes, of the Seventh New Jersey Regi­ 
ment, aLd wAs induced to step over with 
him, but a short distance, into Jersey City 
limits and visit the Hudson river tunnel. 
This work is being constructed under the 
charge of D. C. Hoskin, J. F. Andirson, 
Superintendent, by the application ^^com- 
presstd air, according to the Hoskiu sys­ 
tem. The works for forcing the air into 
the tnnnel are located Dear the river, at 
Fiiteenth street, Jersey City. \\ e found 
here L. C. Fowler, Secretary, and Messrs. 
E. H. Burlingame and S. H. Finch, 
a&jistant engines rs. The latter kindly 
volunteered to show us through the works 
and ¡nto the tunnel. Put'.ing on miners’ 
suits, Mr. Finch led into the building cov­ 
ering the engine aud works. The register 
showed the pres-ure of the air in the tun­ 
nel to be 20 ponuds to the square inch. 
They commenced the u'ork with 15 pounds 
to the inch, aud as the earth or “ soil” 
aud water gave signs of trouble, the pres­ 
sure has been varied, and uow varies from 
20 to 22 pounds, according to the condi­ 
tion of the tide. Tne entrance through the 
masonry that- surrounds the head of the 
tunuel is through a drum-shaped 
AIR-LOCK 
Of some four feet diameter and length. 
This lock Í3 made of heavy wrought iron, 
and each end has a round closely-fitting 
door that swings in towards the shaft that 
leads into the tunnel. This air-lock will 
hold foffr men if packed in like sardines. 
Any one having any physical trouble is 
advised to keep out. Those who are sound 
in body and weak in mind can mjoy the 
trip by special favor of the engineer. Mr. 
Fmch “ turned a key to ^the lock,” and 
the air rushed out in moca the same man­ 
ner and noise as that'prod jced by a loco­ 
motive discharging its steam. In about 
two minutes the air was exhausted front 
the lock, the outer door was swuug in and 
three of ns climbed into the place 
filled with warm air and steam. The 
fourth man, a dominie, said he had heait 
disease, and he would go hack and preach 
his “ farewell" fi.st. 
The outer door 
closed, aud the engineer turned another 
key of the inner door ana the air came into 
this dark lock with a fearful rush and 
noise. When the pressure reached some 
15 pounds to the inch the sensation was a 
little unpleasant, and could be felt on the 
the drum of the ear. This could be over­ 
come by filling the lungs with air, closing 
the mouth , ar.d holding the nose, 
and crowding 
the air 
from 
the 
lungs into the 
head. At this moment 
the “ Capt.” felt a pain in the face and 
head, gave the sigr.a1, and the engineer 
closed the keg again, exhausted the air 
from the lock, and “ let him ont.” We 
then started 
again, and 
in some 
four minutes 
filled the 
lock with 
air 
from 
the 
tunuel, and swung 
the inner dour into the shaft. We 
descended on a perpendicular ladder down 
the shaft some 40 feet, and found ourselves 
in a chamber-like station fronting both 
tunnels and lighted with electric light. 
These tunnels are to be used for cars only, 
the one for the passage of the trains 
and 
the 
other 
for 
their return. 
The two tunnels start close together, but 
slightly diverge until they are eight feet 
apart, and then run parallel. Ou'side the 
tunnel is faced with three-eighth inch 
wronght-iron plates, followed by two feet 
of brick work, cemented. 
The size of 
each tunnel is 18 by 16 feet. The right- 
hand one is compltted 410 feet, and when 
entirely finished will be half tilled with 
“ silt.” on which is to run the track and 
small cars for carrying the “ silt” to the 
dump in the chamber at the head of the 
tunnel. At the farthest end, or face of 
the tunnel, we found tho “ pilot,” a small 
tunnel run in advance of the main work in 
the middle of the face of the main tunnel, 
and kept some thirty feet ahead ot the main 
work. It is six feet in tiiamet r, and mails 
of wronght-iron plates kept in position by 
braces. We picked our way by cancde­ 
light .among the timbers to the face of the 
pilot, and found the earth full toft enough 
to work well. 
The silt is put into the 
dump at the head of the tunnel, mixed 
with water in the proportion of four cubic 
feet of earth to one of water, and “ fired 
out’’ through a six-inch pipe. When the 
dump is nearly exhausted the stop-cock 
is turned so that the air from the 
tunnel cannot escape. 
They arc now 
getting ready to renew work on the 
left-hand tunnel where the accident oc­ 
curred about a year ago. The distance 
from the top of the tunnel to the bottom of 
the riveris twsnty tivefect, and this distance 
is aimed to be continued all the way across 
the river. The water in the river varies 
from ten to fifty feet. The east end is at 
Broadway and Bleecker streets, and they 
are now commencing on the New York side. 
They have some 300 men at work in three 
shifts per day, and will increase the force as 
work progresses, and estimate that it will 
take some three years to complete 
it. 
Good healthy young men stand 
the 
work well. 
On 
coming out 
the gauge marked the pressure of air 
in the tunnel to bo 211 pounds to the 
square inch, the thermometer in the tun­ 
nel showed 85“, outside 32°, or freezing 
point. One of the benefits we received by 
the trip was a Turkish bath, without the 
“ rub.” We next went 
BACK TO NEW YORK, 
Now one of the dirtiest cities on this con­ 
tinent. Little “ windrows ” of dirt and 
straw can be found along the sidewalks of 
Fifth avenue, Broadway and many other 
of the principal streets. 
The Herald 
roan, who has dirt in his eyes, says 
that 
the 
city 
mortality 
of 
the 
first three months of this year exceeds 
that of the same period last year some 
twenty-three hundred. They told us here, 
however, that if we lived through March, 
we were good for another year. It is now- 
well in April and the way the cold winds 
blow and the dirt flies, would surprise a 
a pioneei San Franciscan. 
Leaving New York the 7th of April on 
the afternoon train for Boston, in a couple 
of hours we left the main line and took a 
run up to Waterbury Conn., a town in 
among the hills, with a population of some 
21,000, and having 
FIFTY-TWO FACTORIES 
And corporations. In company with Mr. 
A. S. Peck, a merchant of that place, with 
whom and good lady we did Florida, 
we visited two of the factories—Messrs. 
Brown Brothers, extensive workers in 
copper, brass and nickel goods, 
and 
the Waterbury watch and clock factory. 
The latter is just now moving into a new 
brick building, and for a factory is most 
elaborately finished in hard woods. The 
next afternoon we passed on a few miles to 


New Britain and spent the afternoon in 
hurriedly looking through the works of the 
Russell & Irwin Manufacturing Company, 
and Linders, Frary & Clark, bothRardware 
and table cutlery, and the Stanley Rule 
and Level Company. We saw m some of 
these factories goods made to or­ 
der for London dealers. The five 
firms 
named 
above 
each 
employ 
from 300 to 000 people, a large number of 
them being “ lads and lasses,” and a more 
intelligent-looking lot of nice young people 
cannot be found in any department cf in­ 
dustrial or social life in this country. The 
same evening we weut to Boston, passing 
the splendid town of Hartford, where we 
saw the State Capitol building, one of the 
handsomest public buildings we have seen 
anywhere. It is said that this is the only 
capítol building in this country that was 
erected within the original estimates made 
by the architect. We presume the State 
gave all who directed its construction bass­ 
wood, headboards for their graves. The 
iiext day was spent ia studying Greek from 
the "blocks” made by tne clean streets of 
Boston. The:e streets w ere surveyed by 
a Scotchman, an Irishman and a Dutch­ 
man, who “ mixed their drinks,” aud our 
compa«s is useless. From Bunker Hill 
Monument 
WE SAW BOSTON HARBOR, 
The White Mountains and Boston’s sur­ 
rounding villages and the neighboring 
landscape. We repeated tbe view again 
from the top of the Equitable Life Iusur- 
ance building. The nine stories and top 
are reached by an elevator, and from this 
place Boston can best be seen. We also 
visited the “ Oid South Church,” now, 
Yankce-like, sold with all its memories to 
a preservation society for §400,000. Blessed 
history ! I is half Aaid for ; hurry along 
the other 8200,000, so it can be loaned by 
the new church. We also visited the Bos­ 
ton Museum, and closed the afternoon by 
seeing the play of “ Jennie Dean.” 
Taking the Vermont Central Saturday 
evening, we passed along the Merriniao 
through the busy towns of Manchester and 
Concord. The hills and valleys of Vermont 
were moreor less covered with snow. Sund ay 
morning enrly brought us up to and across 
the great Victoria iron and stone bridge, 
one aud three-fourths miles from abutment 
to abutment, which cresses the St. Law­ 
rence at Montreal. During the morning we 
saw considerable snow, but the river is yet 
frozen aud April 10th shows us but one 
little spot of water—it is ice in every 
direction. During the night and morning 
we have come some 330 miles, over a 
smooth road. Sunday was spent 
IX MONTREAL 
In viewing this substantially built city of 
some 170,000population, two-thirds French. 
Here we found many elegant residences 
and fine churches. 
Duriug the day we 
visited the Notre Dame Church, which has 
an immense room, with a medium and 
upper gallery. 
It has capacity to seat 
10.000 people. Two years ago the sum of 
§10,000 was spent in gilding and frescoing 
the inside, and lighted with many wax 
candles it has a grand appearance. They 
have been now but twelve years at work 
on St. Peter’s Church—a counterpart of its 
namesake at Rome, but it is not inclosed 
yet. We attended two other fine churches 
here.The pride of Montreal is the Windsor 
Hotel. It is splendid, and need not be 
second to any. It is six stories and a man­ 
sard, is of gray stone walls outride all 
around and filled in with brick, and cover* 
an entire lot 300x230 feet. It is most 
tastefully furnished and cost, all complete, 
one million dollars. There are some 500 
rooms, all in keeping. But we pass the great 
office, with its rotunda, to what we believe 
to be the dining-room of all yet eeen by 
us. The size of this room is 120 by 50 
feet, and the ceiling is 35 feet above, with 
a heavy cornice 8 feet below it. It is fin­ 
ished in concave, and the walis divided be­ 
tween the windows so as to hold six­ 
teen paintings of foreign views. 
The 
corners have fruit 
pieces, pictures 
about 31 by 5 feet each. The ends of 
the dining-room have four mirrors 1) by 12 
feet. A hand gallery or orchestra is at the 
further end of the room and over the 
mirrors. The cornice pictures here are 
moveable. The room has three rotunda*, 
from which hang the gas chandeliers. It 
was in this room the Princess Louise and 
her Marquis gave their reception when 
they first arrived to accept the Dominion 
some two years ago. Tne architect waB 
Mr. Boyington, of Chicago, who alto 
planned the Windsor, at Denver. Taking 
the Grand Trunk Railroad, it was a long 
day’s journey to 
TORONTO, 
And amidst many fields cut into small lots 
by the old pioneer split-rail and “stake-and- 
rider” fence, with much worn, small, plain 
houses, and now and then the little barn. 
The woods have nearly gone, and, unlike 
prairie views, the eye can rest on elevations 
and not weary. On the right the north 
shows points of snow and varied but life­ 
less plain, and on the south, the “ States” 
now and then draw np so near that a nffe- 
ball could leave its mark, aud then they 
sweep away until the blue black line is 
lost against the clouds. 
The ioe-bound 
river and the green-faced lake join hands 
and keep the boundary lice. 
Much 
of 
the soil looks dark, but weak, 
while again some of it can rival • 
New England acres, where cobbles grow, 
enough to annually wall each one. We 
pass by many small and a few larger 
towns. The last hundred miles east of 
Toronto show better farms and more cred­ 
itable buildings. Toronto is a weil-bnilt 
city, quiet, plodding, but of steady and 
permanent growth. It was a few miles 
back of this city that the writer visited 
the “ first farm,” or his birthplace ; but as 
the production of the soil did not keep 
pace with tbe wants of a growing family, : 
he was taken when young to a Western , 
home. 
However, near by was found, | 
in the corner of a country church­ 
yard acre, a white headstone lhat maiked 
a place also seen for the first time in life— 
my mother’s grave. “ A face you never 
saw,” says memory. No picture of her— 
not even a dream has left a shadow on the 
mind. I would that this March-born wind 
would drivo yon ragged clouds away and 
shake these tall and leafless weeds. Yea, 
toss this tumbling churchyard in wild con­ 
fusion. Perchance t’would raise her face, 
that I might see it. 
I’ll s’eal her ashes from this cheerless spol. 
Ami place them on the bosom of you green, 
Where care of kindred tires not 
The living, but filial love rules queen. 
’Tis gratitude that bids thee hasten front 
this Facred wild, and go to yonder distant 
prairie house and press the brow of her 
who nigh forty years ago there took thte 
to “ the other room,” and (said in anxious 
kindness, which duty seemed to prompt, 
“ Dear boy, I’m not your mother ; she is 
dead ; and in yonder Eastern land they 
buried her, but love me still.” She would 
say more, but dark and chilly grew that 
room, and I slipped away and out. The 
sun shone bright; but, strange to tell, a 
cloud had settled ’twixt us that never 
wholly lifted. 
The lake not yet being open, we took 
the train and passed aronnd it to the west 
and east to see that partnership water­ 
power, the attraction and pride of these 
people, who seldom travel. We crossed 
the Suspension Bridge, and thence went 
on to Buffalo and back to Blue Rock, and 
found along here that the air seemed better 
and the blood moved faster. Thence, again, 
across to the Dominion at Fort Erie, and 
found we had missed the waterpower, so 
we followed back along the 
NIAGARA 
River to the new town of Niagara Fall?, 
Ontario. These Canadians are beeoming 
fast. They found out that their fashion­ 
able friends would pass through their 
“ Clifton,” and go to the town of Niagara 
Falls, America, so they could truthfully 
say when at home that they had been to 
Niagara Falls. So those having an eye to 
busineis had the powers that be change 
the name of tbe town of Clifton to Niagara 
Falls, Ontario. Now they feel better, and 
as one lady said to the writer, which has 


meaning, “ Another thing, you ought just 
to Bee the way those officials on the other 
eide would run their dirty hands in my 
baggage among my nice white clothes and 
then cutely say, ‘guess they are all right.’” 
Our experience on that point was like this, 
the handy valise that we had thrown open 
they passed, but the same sized ones, 
locked, bolted and strapped with much 
trouble, they wanttd to open, and while 
we were doing it the officer walked away. 
This was too much, we called him back 
aDd told him, what is a fact, that we have 
an uncle that the Government has just re­ 
tired on an anuuity, who has held the 
office of collector of a port in this singular 
country for thirty years, aod he is not a 
bank president yet. The Inspector felt 
sorry aud offered us the freedom of the 
Dominion. We left these falls, which at 
night are often now illuminated with 
electric lights, and took a night tnvn direct 
for 
DETROIT, 
Wiiieh we reached in time for early break­ 
fast. We spent the day in g ing through 
its fine, wide streets, among the up-town 
residences (many nice ones) and visiting 
some of its bu-iness houses. The tobacco 
irads is a special feature of this city. We 
also weut acr< ss the Detroit river, now 
flowing full of ice, and trom the Canadian 
side got a full view of this level and pretty 
city. The next morning, attending church, 
we raw that the pulpit had around it many 
beautiful flowers. We found a pew that 
was filled with most familiar friends. 
Hume faci f that are too near to name, 
•Besides the bridal vail «¡11 o er one soon fall ; 
Pi i l.apa it’s not in t?tte to yet reveal another — 
’T is b esi to grou p th em in the m i. d to geth er. 
The minister had thought over his Easter 
subject well; his soul was full of i t ; the 
very air was warm, and all combined to 
take us close to home—so near, we seemed 
to see the faces in the w indow. A Sunday 
night train via the Michigan Central 
brought us to Chicago. This city looks 
very different from what it did to us just 
before the fire. It is built up to uniformly 
solid, and in general business-like style, 
that the main city strikes the visitor as 
being one of large buildings. The banks of 
snow and dirt still hold the shady sides of 
CHICAGO 
Streets, but the busy pick and the sun 
will soon remove it. The ice in Lake 
Michigan lies piled up before the city, a 
grand port blockade, but it will doubtless 
be gone in time for the next “ fireworks.” 
They say “ trade is good, first-class. ' 
They seem to know and are willing to tell 
you anything, except the location of St. 
Louis. Alter several inquiries about the 
la ter, tne party aligbtly turned his head 
away, and told a long story in which 
the word Chicago seemed to abound, but 
it simply amounted So this : “ Don’t kr.ow, 
sir ; she left our bed and board without 
just cause or provocation, and we have no­ 
tified all not to harbor or trust her on our 
account.” We left the city in the morning 
and took a run via the old “ Dixon Air 
line,” now Cedar Rapids line (Northwest­ 
ern), where, forty-one yearB ago now, we 
did the hand-organ music of a covered 
wagon. Those old sloughs have gone, and 
ajnundred thousand homes fill the country 
far and near. The mind sees two pict­ 
ures—then and now, or the " Western 
wild ” and the modern Canaan. 
Arriving at noon at Dixon we found the 
floods had carried away the road-bed and 
track just west and across th i Rock river. 
So we turned north, took the Illinois Cen­ 
tral Railroad, and crossing the rushing 
waters (by the way, we saw water in the 
second story of small houses on the river 
edge of the town), we weut a few miles 
north to Polo, Illinois, and there got a two- 
horse buggy aud was driven “ out west 
again some ten miles, through water and 
mod, and over land where snow and slush 
were yet three feet deep. But here we 
find “ the old folks at home.” They have 
fought time well ; but 81 years has bowed 
him terribly. But why repeat the soul’s 
communion. Better see the old farm and 
its cross fences ; the velvet furrow that 
warmed the boys’ bare feet m summer 
time, the old orchard, and across the road, 
where the grand old woods stood boldly to 
the prairie line. 
HOW MANY TIMES 
One of us roved among these trees. Yes, 
here is the very crag where 1 hid my cross­ 
bow. Who has stolen it ? Yonder is the 
ridge and there the trees where used to 
coo the dove, and where from limb to limb 
the squirrel sprang. The thickets and the 
berry bushes have gone.- All day at times 
I strolled here, till driven home by the 
hooting of the “ quaint old owl,” or the 
voice of the whip-poor-will. But why all 
gone ? Ah, yonder is the cabin and the 
garden fence. That tells the story ; they 
did not know that these were “ holy 
frounds.” I had soon to leave this West 
’oint of my youth, and returned to Polo. 
Thence we went to Freeport and Rockford, 
111., Beloit, Wis., and so to 
MADISON, 
Its capital, the trip beiBg through farms 
and over bounding rivers.' At Beloit, Rock 
river was having a boom that called out 
the town to cahle its wagon bridge, and 
many of the buildings were in deep water. 
Along he*» the farmers are commencing to 
plow and harrow, and we again note what 
is general, although the grass is just start­ 
ing (April 25tb), the cattle look splendidly. 
Here they care for their stock. Come 
here, ye Californians, where you must feed 
your stock six months each year, and be 
allowed to growl to your heart's content. 
Reaching Madison, we Were met at t.ie 
depot by a modest California friend, who 
once hafls# bonanza turo. We were at once 
driven around the town aud up to the 
University grounds. Madison is 1.000 feet 
above the sea level, has some 12 000 in­ 
habitants and is pituated amidst lakes. 
Several parts of the city are tixty, 
eighty and one hundred feet above 
the lakes, and any portion can have the 
best of drainage. 
From many of the 
houses one can see in almost any direction 
10, 15 and 20 miles, and a view from the 
capítol dome, like one in Yoecmite, has to 
be" seen to be appreciated. It was while 
viewing the interior of the fine capitol 
building that we had the pleasure of meet­ 
ing Governor William E. Smith, also 
Supreme Judge Cole and his asso­ 
ciate Judges, 
Cassaday and 
Lyon. 
Judge Lyon, we believe, is a cousin of our 
fellow-townsman, Wm. M. Lyon. Just 
across the lake, to the northeast, can be 
seen the State Asylum buildings, and to 
the west is a beautiful tract of country 
stretching away in the distance and against 
elevations. Here are the Stato Fair 
grounds and a thousand homes. The Uni­ 
versity grounds contain some nine three 
and four-story buildings, of magnesia 
sandstone. Here are some six hun­ 
dred students. 
The Washburn Ob­ 
servatory here has the third largest tele­ 
scope of the world. This place has good 
hotels, aud we found the “ Park” in the 
center of town, an ample four-story, and as 
well appointed a hotel as any city of resort 
need to want. Horace Greeley said of 
Madison, " It is the most magnificent site 
of any inland town I ever saw.” Bayard 
Taylor said of it, “ For natural beanty of 
situation it surpasses any Western town 
I have seen.” 
We took the midnight train and passed 
on through farms and small towns and 
through miles of woods, good timber, and 
yet saw men cutting down young trees six 
or eight inches in diameter, which one day 
might be the fortune of their children. 
About midday there opened out a stretch 
of country such as one sees only in Il­ 
linois, and at 3 o'clock r. M. we hear the 
words “ St. Paul—change cars for 
MINNEAPOLIS, 
Ten miles up stream.” These two cities 
have each some 50,000 inhabitants, and, 
like two thoroughbreds at speed, they raise 
the dust for “ miles around.” They are 
all bnsiness and life, and aro both well 
above the river, and yet none too much. 
In time mills, factories,pleasure resorts, 
etc., viill close the gap between thorn, 
then both of them can “ muddy the 
stream,” and whát is now jealousy, will 


then be a good joke. Minneapolis is well 
up and level, bo much so • that you 
look out all her streets quite against 
the sky, which gives it a little same­ 
ness not seen in other places tlia* 
we remember, yet it creates in one a 
gratifying feeling to think that right here 
perhaps one is ou top. We found Sacra 
. meneo lady acquaintances here, and with 
them to-day did the town aud the ' falls ol 
, -St. Anthony and Minnehaha.” The latter

river,'and the former by Government aid 
has been given a smooth inch- e of som 
45 degrees for many feet, aud the liver 
being full, one lady to-day expressed it 
when she said, “ That is a great lazy slide 
of the waters, ain’t it ?” Here are im­ 
mense jjourino mills on either side. The 
best psi t of this town is uow on the west 
side of the river.

A W^DDIMJ DC W.i SobTH. 
A correspondent of the fnler-Oetan, 
writing from the Far South, thus describes 
a weddiug: 
Upon our arrival at the Biptist Church 
in the village near by, we were met at the 
door by sable ushers, one having his coat- 
slesVe partly ripped out, and the other 
minus a goodly portion of the skirt of the 
similar garment. 
But they were as polite 
as Chesterfields, and seemed “ as happy as 
the big sunflower.” They escorted the 
party to side seats near the pulpit, where 
they could have a good view of the house 
and audience. 
The building was simply 
weather-boarded and roofed, without any 
inside finish whatever. No glass in the 
windows, and no means of warming, but 
with board shutters, that could be closed 
in severe weather.

He took his scat in tbe pulpit and chewed 
tobacco industriously, ornamenting the 1 
floor in his vicinity with floods of brown 
juice, and occasionally taking a walk out 
doors to prospect for the coming proce.s- 
si n. 
Another hour passed, a motley 
crowd had gathers! ou side, men and wo­ 
men of every imaginable color aud 
STYLE OF RAIMENT. 
At last they came. The bride was a tall, 
handsome mulatto girl, tastefully dressed 
in a pretty white niusliu ruffled and ffuted, 
with vail and orange blossoms. The groom 
was black, rather good-looking, and neatly 
dressed in black. There was a bridesmaid 
and groomsman to match. They came up 
the aisle with the crowd following, and 
took thiir seats in front of the pulpit. The 
old minister stepped down from his pulpit 
aud gravely inquired, “ Is dere any genel- 
man here as has got a watch ? ” Some one 
had. “ What tirfie is it? ” “ Half-past 
5.” “ Wats you uns been doin’ ail this 
time ? Eatin’ ? Guess you must be pretty 
full by this time. The dinner comes before 
the marriage, it seems. 
“ I charges jist a do’lah and houh fo 
waitin', regu’ar price for marryin' three 
dollahs, I charges y u jist fo dollahs and 
seventy-five cents, aud wants my money fo I 
leaves dis house.” 
Then he gave out a hymn ; the selection 
was peculiar. 
Twas on a dark and doJoful ni?ht, 
Whsn i owers oi eatth and hell combined. 
He read two lines at a time of the whole 
hymn, intoning it and singiDg the last 
word, the congregation joining in with that 
and singing in a most mournful s’rain, and 
every one making his own tune. The re­ 
sult was not harmonious or inspiring. Then 
he read the license and 
ADDRESSED THE BRIDAL PARTY. 
“ Now, my friends, youse got a license, 
but dat don’t marry you—dat give3 you 
rights ’cordin’ to law, but dat’s all. If 
you love one another, da’’s what marries 
you—if you do that, this marriage will 
never be broke off—.-tid ef it is broke off, 
it will be easy mended agin. If you love 
one aEOther,’ the match is already done 
made. Now, when you gi‘ married, you 
ought to live ’ccrdiu’ to Clod's laws, and 
you oughtn’t to lie, nor >on oughtn’t to 
cuss, nor do nothin' out o’ the way. Now, 
maybe you think the ole man’s a long time 
gittin’ to business, and his tongue as hung 
in de middle and he’s got lots to say.” 
And he said it. At last he came to the 
ceremony. He had somewhere got the full 
directions for the marriage service of the 
Episcopal Church, which he read in his 
slow, halting way, often dividing words iu 
the middle, and running otlurs together 
that did not belong there. Then he told 
them to “ rise and take holt of hands.” 
“ Now stand eloster together; act like 
you loved one another—clostcr yet. Now 
hold up yrr head, Miss B.; ye ain’t ashamed 
o’ what yer doin’, I reckon, Now, Mr. C., 
you take” holt of her right hand aud squeeze 
it hard.”

And 
so on to an indefinite length, until the 
brother-ren and the sistern got excited, 
and joined in with amens, and 
SIGHS AND GROANS, AND SNATCHES OF SONG, 
Until the visitors began to fear tbeir long 
walk home would be in darkness. But at 
last the storm calmed down, and the 
preacher stopped suddenly and ordered the 
bridegroom to salute the bride, and then 
there was a lull. 
“ Why don’t you all come up and kiss 
de bride?'’ he said; “ I’va seen forty or 
fifty of ye kissin’ ’round here sometimes. ” 
But they still hesitated ; so the white 
folks walked over, shook hands and offered 
congratulations, and walked out, and that 
started tbe assemblage to the front, and 
they doubtless had plenty of kissing and 
good wishes. A ball was to follow in the 
evening, and so ended one of the most dis­ 
tinguished weddings of the season in 
colored high life npon a Louisiana augar 
plantation. Our party was aching for a 
good laugh at the novelty of the ceremony 
as it proceeded, but the dignified and sober 
countenances of the actors snd audience 
held us all in check until we started on our 
homeward tramp under tbe lengthened 
shadows of the live oaks. Every member 
of the party voted that it was better than 
a week of Sarah Bernhardt or a whole 
season of Barnum’s circus.

MONETARY ^CONFERENCE, 


W e have not discussed th e m onetary 
conference m uch, for the reason th a t we 
have never believed th at it would have any 
results. 
The whole fouudation 
of th e 
expectations of the U nited States in the 
premises is so preposterous, and th e ab­ 
surdity of the proposition m ade to Europe 
by our representatives is so obvious, and 
has 
been 
from 
the 
first, 
th a t 
one 
of the 
m ost am using features of 
the 
business 
has been 
the 
gravity 
w ith 
which 
our 
bim etallic 
newspapers 
have 
dircussed 
it. 
One 
thing 
this 
Conference has done, and th at is to expose 
th e ignorance of those journals which pos­ 
sessed only a flimsy veneering of inform a­ 
tion on the subject. To them it did not seem 
impossible th a t a double-standard should 
be established, if only* a international 


agreem ent could be obtained. This is equiv­ 
alent to the idea th a t the law of grav­ 
itation mifth t be suspended it only an 


international Compact to th at etYect were 
•ignsd. 
As to th e propasa!* we have 
m ade to France, it w orld need much more 
incapacity on th e part of French states­ 
men to perceive w hat is before their noses, 
than th ey have ever displayed, to m ake 
them accept a plan w hich has absolutely 
no adv^itage for them in it, and which is 
so stupidly and plainly selfish on our part 
a* to have no decent disguise. 
The M one­ 
tary Conference will do nothing. 
T hat is a 
m atter of course, and has been from the 
first. 
I t w ill do nothing, because no such 
Conference can reverse the laws of nature, 
and because the double standard is an im ­ 
possibility. 
If, however, this predestined 
failure drives a little sense into the heads 
of our eilver lunatic* the fiasco will not 
have been altogether vain. 


THE SHINGLE SPRINGS RAILROAD. 


I t ie to be hoped that the Iiailroad Com­ 
missioners may find some means of inter­ 
fering with the high-handed and arbitrary 
proceedings which have resulted in the dis­ 
use of the railroad between Folsom and 
Shingle Springs, and that they may be 
enabled to take it out of the hands of the 
dog-in-the-manger receiver who cannot nse 
it himself and will not let anyone else use 
it. 
The Central Pacific Company stands 
ready to stock and operate the road for the 
convenience of its patrons the moment the 
prohibition is removed. 
It is evident that 
it can never produce any benefit to ite 
present holders so long as it is Dot oper­ 
ated. 
The residents all through the region 
which it taps are suffering serious and in­ 
creasing 
injary from the irrational and 
perverse tying 
up of 
the road. 
No 
p'ausible explanation of the action of the 
Coart in the premises has thns far been 
given. 
In fact it might be supposed that 
the only object in view had been to damage 
aad inconvenience the people who are cut 
off from transportation by the closing of 
the road. 
It is certainly time that some­ 
thing was done to relieve the public in the 
premises, and if the Court will not do this 
it. >a to be hoped that the Railroad Com­ 
missioners possess jurisdiction, 


The so-called statem ent which General 
Stouem an sought to place on record a t the 
recent m eeting of th e R ailroad Commis­ 
sioners is of a character to require more 
th an passing notice, for it constitutes a 
really startling proof of the u tte r unfitneES 
of its author for th e duties of the respon­ 
sible office he holds. 
There are no doubt 
many people who use th eir reflective powers 
so little aa to im agine th a t a farrago 
of w anton 
aspersions, 
baseless 
accusa­ 
tions, reckless 
insinuations, 
and mal. - 
volent 
m isrepresentations is 
altogether 
justified 
as 
loug 
as 
the 
object 
of 
the attack is a railroad Corporation. 
But 
it is not w ith such persons th a t we have 
any concern. O ur argum ents are addressed 
to the intelligent and thoughtful, who rec­ 
ognize the necessity of ju st and fair deal­ 
ing on the p art of th e S tate tow ards all 
w ith whom it is brought in contact, and 
who perceive clearly the im propriety of a 
pronouncedand boldly expressed bias on the 
part of judicial officers tow ards the in ter­ 
ests w ith w hich th ey have to deal. 
To 
S these we address ourselves, and w ith the 
distinct purpose of dem onstrating th at, 
judged out of his owu m outh, General 
Stonem an is wholly .unfit to hold the office 
j of R ailroad Commissioner. 
The R ailroad Commission, as created by 
the new C onstitution, was the m ost power­ 
ful tribunal, and th e m ost irresponsible, on 
the continent of N orth Am erica. 
I t was 
vested w ith executive, judicial and legis­ 
lative powers. 
I t waa subject to no super­ 
vision. 
Its 
decrees were 
iuappealable. 
W hatever it decided upon was declared 
in 
advance 
by 
th e 
C onstitution 
to 
be 
conclusively 
ju st 
and 
reasonable. 
In fact it was endowed w ith powers so 
large th a t if th ey had been pu t into the 
hands of intem perate, m alignant or hasty 
men, th e whole railroad system of Califor­ 
nia m ight easily have been crippled or even 
paralyzed, in a very Ehort tim e. 
I t was 
the more necessary to in tru st such func­ 
tions to men of approved judgm ent and 
conservative tendencies. 
I t was the more 
necessary for whoever filled the offices to 
act conservatively. 
A nd this appears to 
have been th e conclusion of the present 
Commissioners, if we may judge from the 
resolutions which they recently adopted 
unanim ously, and according to which they 
pledged them selves th a t in determ ining 
rates the Board would “ have regard to the 
“ equities betw een shippers and carriers, 
“ and the protection of private property 
“ invested in transportation enterprises,” 
and would consider all the elem ents prop­ 
erly entering into such problems, and 
would give the railroads “ full and ample 
“ opportunity to ap p ear” and be heard, by 
counsel or otherw ise, “ to th e end th at 
“ the judgm ent may be equitable and its 
“ conclusions ju st and reasonable.” 
To 
these 
resolutions 
General 
Stoneman 
subscribed unhesitatingly. 
W e now pro­ 
pose to show in w hat spirit he has acted 
up to them . 
Some weeks ago the reporter of the San 
Francisco Call interview ed Commissioner 
B eerstecher on the action of th e Board, and 
Mr. B eerstecher told the reporter many 
things, among others th at General Stone­ 
man had approached him and attem pted to 
enlist him in a crusade against the rail­ 
roads, by holding out to him the hope of 
popular favor and rew ard. 
According to 
M r. Beerstecher General Stoneman had said 
th a t Beerstecher and he could “ get anv- 
“ thing they w anted,” if they would unite 
to harrass and crush the railroads. 
T hat is 
th e attitu d e in which General Stoneman 
appears under Mr. Beerstecher’s represent­ 
ations. 
The statem ent he has ju st made to 
the Board w’as intended to reply to and re 
fute this representation, b ut as we shall 
show it really only confirma th e essential 
points of Mr. Beerstecher’s account. T h at 
account represents General Stoneman as a 
m alignant enemy of the railroads instead 
of as an im partial, fair-m inded and honor­ 
able judge. 
A nd alm ost every sentence of 
bis own statem ent confirms and fortifies 
this view of him, and intensifies the ex­ 
hibition of uncontrolled malice and reck­ 
less hatred tow ards the corporations which 
he has endeavored to deny. 
Be it remombered in the first instance 
th a t G eneral Stonem an’s quarrel, if he had 
3ny, was w ith his colleague, Mr. Beer- 
stecher, and th a t it grew out of w hat he 
himself had proposed to th a t colleague. 
But though this is the fact, no sooner does 
he enter upon his statem ent then he begins 


to sw erve from th e pursuit of his avowed 
object, for the purpose of abusing the rail» 
road, and in every ins.U tce this abuse is 


in tro d u c á by assum ptions of th e m ost un­ 
w arrantable kind, and insinuations which 
are w ithout a shadow of justification. 
Here is a man occupying a judicial office, 
yet going deliberately out of his way to 
defame and vilify and load w ith unproved 
accusations, the very parties upon whose 
acts he is called kto pass. 
W e arc not 
exaggerating th e 
character of 
General 
Stonem an’s representations. 
I t would be 
very difficnlt to do th at. 
For example; he 
cannot refer to his dispute w ith his col­ 
league w ithout dragging in a statem ent 
about “ curbing the exactions of the rail- 
“ road monopoly th a t is to-day not only 
“ exacting th e last dollar from the produc­ 
i n g classes, 
b u t holds in a state of 
“ bondage, either directly or indirectly, 
“ alm ost every business interest in the 
“ S tate.” 
Is this judicial ’ 
Is it relevant ? 
G eneral Stonem an is perfectly well aware 
th a t it is not even true ; th at in fact it is 
the loosest, 
m ost irresponsible kind of 
stum p-falsehood; 
th a t it is the sort of 
reckless defam ation to be looked for from 
men of th e K earney stripe. 
Y et he, a 
Railroad Commissioner, and voluntarily 
pledged to do justice to th e railroads as 
well as to the people, is not ashamed to 
pu t on record such gross insinuations. 
Again, in his attempt to defeud himself 
against Mr. Beerstecher’s charge, General 
Stoneman fully admits its truth, but in so 
doing advances the amazing idea that to 
betray justice is less reprehensible when it 
is done ostensibly in the interest of the 
people. 
He says : 
“ I -am charged with 
“ neglect of duty, demagogism, and at- 
“ tempted bribery, not, however—and for 
“ this I have to thank him—in the interests 
“ of the railroad companies, but of the 
“ public.” 
W hy should he thank Mr. 
Beerstecher for this ? 
Is there any man 
beside General Stoneman who thinks that 
a dishonorable act is less dishonorable if it 
is done in the name of the people ? 
He is 
charged with having tried to bribe his col­ 
league. 
He admits that he did try to 
bribe him, but he teems to think that be­ 
cause he tried to bribe him in behalf of the 
people—as every demagogue does—there­ 


fore he ought rather to be praised than 
blamed. 
Here is another proof of his utter 
unfitness for the position he holds. 
He proceeds to alternate attacks upon*ahd 
abuse of the railroads with replies to Mr. 
Beerstecher. 
H is references to the cor­ 
poration are precisely such as stump-spout- 
ers of the baser eort have familiarized the 
public w ith. 
H e speaks of the “ tools of 
“ this new ty ran n y ,” which, according to 
this veracious and highly judicial person, 
is “ by its m anipulation of th e earnings of 
“ the people, w ith its arm y of law yers and 
“ newspapers and agents, endeavoring to 
“ change our form of governm ent into a 
“ corporate oligarchy.” 
H e declares his 
conviction thgt “ the integrity of rephbli- 
“ ean institutions” is threatened by thegreat 
“ combinations of corporate w ealth now 
“ going on.” and he calls upon the people 
to “ m ake their voices heard and th eir in- 
“ fluence felt in the m atter of th e action of 
“ this Commission, and hold its members 
“ to a strict accountability for th eir every 
“ a ct.” 
If G eneral Stonem an is held to a 
strict accountability for his every act in 
the Board there will be no course open to 
him but resignation, for assuredly no offi­ 
cial has ever more fully exposed his own 
incompetence for Euch a position. 
W e 
cannot, however, go in detail over his ex­ 
traordinary statem ent, for this would re­ 
quire a review of alm ost every sentence, 
since scarcely a sentence is free from gross 
m isrepresentation, wild and w anton fiction, 
or malicious slander. 
General Stoneman does not think it 
necessary to advance one iota of proof con­ 
cerning any one of his accusations, b u t he 
blackguards the railroads rig h t and left 
w ith a heartiness which leaves no douLt of 
his m alignity, and which renders it certain 
th at he is not capable of doing the corpo­ 
rations justice. 
In fact a more demagog­ 
ical piece of literature th an his statem ent 
has never been offered for preservation as 
the w ork of a public Commission, and it is 
a fresh evidence of the author’s unfitness 
th a t he should have been unable to per­ 
ceive th e extrem e im propriety of his a t­ 
tem pt to get such a docum ent recorded. 
It is the interest of the public th a t equal 
and exact justice should be done in this 
m atter of the railroadB. 
Experience has 
shown th a t the people’s w orst enemies are 
alw ays those who advocate and urge vio­ 
lent and inequitable measures. 
A dem a­ 
gogue who has so little intelligence as to 
suppose th a t his demagogism is m atter 
for pride is assuredly the very w orst per­ 
son to in tru st w ith functions requiring 
dispassionate and 
unbiased intelligence 
for their proper discharge. 
G eneral .Stone­ 
man has Bhowu himself to be such a dem a­ 
gogue, and he has, unconsciously to him ­ 
self, made it apparent th a t he is no more 
fit to perform judicial duties betw een the 
State and the railroads than Denis K ear­ 
ney would be.

come w ithin it. 
Jam es Gordon Bennett 
received 
his 
education 
at 
a Roman 
Catholic sem inary in Aberdeen. 
George 
W illiam 
C urtis 
was 
educated 
chief­ 
ly 
at private 
schools. 
M urat 
H al­ 
stead 
only 
spent 
a 
short tim e a t a 
little rural college in Ouio. 
W e do not 
th in k th a t Charles A. D ana ever graduated 
at a U niversity, nor is there evidence th a t 
Einile de G irardin was more highly favored 
in his education. 
Surely it is a stretch of 
language to call these journalists “ Uni- 
“ versity-bred m en." 
There are and have 
been plenty of H arvard and Yale men in 
journalism , and enough of them have made 
th eir m ark to expose th e absurdity of 
Horace G reeley’s prejudice against college- 
bred men. 
In fact when his position is ex­ 
am ined seriously it am ounts to little more 
than an assertion th a t men who have had 
in ftrio r opportunities of acquiring inform a­ 
tion m ake the best 
journalists. 
I t is 
hardly w orth while for journalists to take 
this position, for it involves a depreciation 
of the profession by no m eans com plim ent­ 
ary to its members. 
I t may perhapB 
be asserted w ith tru th th a t a superior ed­ 
ucation alone cannot m ake a successful 
journalist, 
and 
th a t 
w ithout 
special 
aptitude Euch an education will not prevent 
failure. 
B ut it is equally clear th a t if the 
aptitude is present, the possession of a su­ 
perior education will largely increase its 
scope and force. 
The fact th a t m any good 
journalists have come from the “ case ” ODly 
Bhows th a t they were men whose abilities 
enabled them to rise superior to disadvan­ 
tages of training and education. 
B ut it is 
very certain th at if they were not educated 
in colleges they had to educate them selves, 
and if this self-education was imposed upon 
them after they had reached m aturity, it 
m ust have involved a distinct loss of tim e 
and opportunity while it was proceeding. 
A ttem pts to prove th a t men qjn some­ 
how do better w ithout education th an w ith 
it are necessarily futile, and in an age 
when intellectual flabbiness is too much 
the rule, they arc calculated to do more 


harm than good.

IT 
THE 
END? 


The legislature adjourned sinasdie yes­ 
terday, but it does not appear to he at all 
certain that we have seen the end of legis­ 
lation. 
The blunder which has been dis­ 
covered in the enrollment of the tax levy 
bill may, in the opinion of many, make it 
necessary for the Governor to call another 
session at once. 
If it is decided by com­ 
petent authority that the blunder invali­ 
dates the bill, no other course will be pos­ 
sible, and if the Legislature is called to­ 
gether again it may or may not adjourn 
quickly. 
In such an uncertain condition 
of things it would be premature to say 
farewell to the Legislature, but it may be 
said that it has managed to wind up a 
particularly unsatisfactory extra 
session 
in a particularly unsatisfactory way. 
It 
should seem that enough care to have 
avoided this blunder might easily have 
been taken, considering how little was be­ 
fore either house for several days past. 
For the most intelligent body that ever sat 
here, as some of the members modestly 
designated it the other day, B u ch a piece 
of work is, to say the least, surprising. 
As regards the failure of the apportion­ 
ment bill, we have already expressed our 
opinion. 
That was the direct consequence 
of the disingenuousness of the anti-Slicken3 
members, and the people are not likely to 
make any mistake as to the location of the 
responsibility. 
The 
Sears 
amendment 
and similar devices effectually destroyed 
all hope of apportionment, but nothing 
else could have produced this result. 


MORE PR0TBCTI0N. 


France is raising her tariff, with a special 
view to retaliation upon the United States. 
The result of this will be to exclude the 
products of both countries from one an­ 
other, and thus to illustrate the protective 
principle more fully than before. 
If the 
rest of Europe should follow the example 
of France we should have the first oppor­ 
tunity of realizing the full advantages of 
that principle, audit is really to be regretted 
that such a combination is not probable, 
since it seems doubtful whether any lesson 


less sharp a n d s e v e r e will e v e r convince t h e 
American people of the folly a n d extrava­ 
gance of a protective tariff. Of course France 
is entirely justified in what she is doing, on 
American principles. 
She proposes to pay 
us back in our own coin, and we cannot 
object to i t 
This is the beauty of Pro­ 
tection, and if it was consistently carried 
out everywhere every country would be a 
sort of Robinson Crusoe island, and all 
reciprocity and international 
commerce 
would be abolished. 


THE STATE CF PERU. 


The European Bowers are ju st now be­ 
ginning to think seriously of interfering for 
the rescue of P tru fivm th e throttling 
grasp of Chile ; but judging from th e gen­ 
eral indications the proposed intervention 
comes too late to do any good. 
Peru has 
been com pletely crughed by her brutal and 
ruthless enemy. 
She has been plundered 
to the skin. 
H er best citizens have been 
beggared, or m urdered, or both. 
H er rev­ 
enues have been destroyed or confiscated. 
H er spirit has been broken, and there a p ­ 
pears to rem ain to her nopow’er or even in ­ 
clination to resum e the work of govern­ 
m ent, or to do auything for the future. 
I t 
is a real satisfaction to know th at th e for­ 
eign Pow ers th at refused to interfere when 
som ething practical 
could 
have 
been 
effected, are finding th a t th eir subjects 
have shared in th e m isfortunes of Peru, 
how evtr. Selfish considerations such as this 
are much more likely to u rin g active inter­ 
vention than any regard for the fate of 
Pern. 
As it is, th e latter appears to be in 
so u tterly prostrate and helpless a condi­ 
tion th a t it will be extrem ely difficult to 
pu t her on her feet again, even if Chile can 
be choked off from her helpless victim .

Lecture by John Devuy, an Irish Ration­ 
alist. 
John Devoy, an Irish Nationalist, iectu»r»l 
to a large audience at the Congregational 
Church last eveuing. 
R. M. Clarken pre­ 
sided. 
Mr. Devoy is an earnest, easy and 
very interesting speaker. 
He mskes no elo­ 
cutionary attempts, but talks fluently, feel­ 
ingly, and in the simplest language to b 
chosen, but with grace and aa evident know! 
edge of the power of fit words. 
His subject 
was the Irish land and national qnesri n. 
It 
may be prefaced by Baying that his lecture 
showed him to believe the two inseparable 
and only temporarily distinct. 
He believes 
.'in ukimate Irish reppblic and in the 
justica of the claim cf his party which de­ 
mands a separation of Ireland from England, 
freedom of the statj from all chuichly in­ 
fluence, political equality and independence 
of all the Irish people and the burial of all 
feuds ar.d sectarian hates now existing be­ 
tween classes. 
He referred to the popular 
ciy that Ireland is unfit for self government, 
and that her people are thriftless and im­ 
provident. 
He asserted that this is a fallacy, 
ar.d true of them only as ic might be tiue of 
any other people circumstanced as they are, 
but made a vigorous defen-e of their claims 
to independence and their inherent capacity 
to govern themselves, to encourage education, 
to foster manufacture, to sustain liberalism 
in politics, freedom of conscience and to 
fake 
a 
place 
among the free narions 
of the world. 
Theie w ere many grave evils 
in the Iiish system prior to her conquest by 
England, but the same in greater degiee ex­ 
isted in all Europe when the masses were 
ignorant and slavish, while at that same time 
in lielaud the people were freemen, and 
every man who trod the et.il owned some of 
it. 
Rent was an unknown word, aud ouly 
tribute was paid to the ruling chief, chosen 
l.y the full votes of the people, just as row 
salaries are paid to t ffi ials. 
1 he word rent 
wa? brought over by .S'rougbow and subse­ 
quently by Henry II. 
The English brought 
with them the feudal system, and but for 
that the Irish land sys.em would to-day 
stand as the model for the world. England was 
not thsn a manufacturing country ; the pro- 
fesdon of the feudal Lords was that of arm-, 
which brought with it the forced possession 
..f lands of others, and the recognition of the 
dwellers on the- soil as vassals and tenants. 
So the struggle between the English and 
the Irish beg in over the soil, and so it has 
continued. 
Bat the feudal system was not 
?o bad in Ireland as in England, for the con­ 
queror assimilated with the Irish, and thus 
some of his harshness was mollified. 
After 
the re formation began the bitter contest be­ 
tween the colonists, who were ProtcHtants, 
and the home people, who were Catholics, 
thus 
preventing 
assimilation, 
and 
the 
English Government fostered 
these sec­ 
tarian hales in order 
to 
keep 
up the 
dissension that kept the people too busily 
engaged cutting 
each 
other’s throats to 
see that England was fleecing both factions, 
d’nen came the English, who as the price for 
garrisoning tire c >untry were given the lands. 
Their title, aud that of their descendants, haH 
ever been disputed hy the Irish, and ever 
will be. 
He charged on this system many' an 
ar ificial famine, aud the killing and slavery 
•f thousands, more than cau be laid at the 
door of any de-pot within the same period. 
But if it is to he admitted that the Engli-h 
title to the soil is good, and not that of the 
robber, then it remains that their use or 
abuse of the sv-tem has been outrageous, and 
no m re scathing denunciation of it has ever 
been made than by an English pen, that of 
John Stuart Milk Twelve hundred landlords 
claim to own the soil of Ireland, so far 
as English law can give ownership. 
The 
Tenants are only such at will. 
So the Irish 
farmer is in constant uncertainty and doubt 
as to his tenure and abiding place. 
Two or 
three hundred of these men can at any time 
create a famine by raising the rent, 
A ll the 
famines in Ireland have beeu landlord fam­ 
ines. 
That of 1847 wa- such, for that year 
only the potato crop failed, and the fond pro­ 
duction was twice the amount of the demand 
for consumption. 
It was, ia fact, a money 
famine. 
Two years ago a partial famine oc­ 
curred, and it gave point to the system of 
France. 
There the Government, whatever 
it be, has always held it to be its highest 
duty to provide for the wants of the teople. 
Two yjais ago the French found their wheat 
crop would be 2,000,000 quarters short. 
Im­ 
mediately the Government ordered to be 
purchase 
abroad 
exactly 
that 
amount 
of 
wheat 
to 
be 
put 
on 
the 
mrrket, 
that 
the 
laboring 
classes 
should not suffer by the advance in the price 
of wheat. 
Two years ago they taw in Ire­ 
land that there 
would he crop failures. 
From July to October there was constant 
rain, aud the lands were naked and the crops 
failtd, or at the best were very seriously 
damaged. 
The Government was appealed to 
to interfere between the landlords and the 
people and give the latter an opportunity to 
live and pay rent—to step in and prevent 
evictions, or else distress 
would 
follow. 
Disraeli, in response, read the Iri-h a lecture 
on their want of thrift and improvidence, 
and said that in a time of plenty they should 
have provided for the rainy day, and for the 
Government to interfere would he a violation 
of one of its cherished principles of polit 
ical economy. 
So the farmers of the west 
of Ireland 
went abjectly to the 
land­ 
lords and pleaded for abatement of rent, 
not for any of the things the Land League 
thereafter asked for. 
The landlords did not 
consent, and it was well for human prog refs 
that they did not, else the Land League and 
the present awakening had never been. 
For 
it is uow clear the only hope for Ireland is 
the taking of the settlement of her own great 
questions into her own hands. 
Most of the 
landlords refused the tenants request, then 
came a 1 revival of the f oli-h old plans of 
masking and midnight marching, and threat­ 
ening men suspected as about to take the 
places of the evicted. 
Had that gone on long 
bloodshed would have followed, and the Gov 
eminent have been given a pretext.for radical 
action, and the cause of the Irish land ques­ 
tion and Irish'nationality would have been 
indefinite’y postponed, 
't hat it was not id 
due to Michael Davitt, a man greatly misrep­ 
resented and much misunderstood. 
Because 
he was once a Fenian he has been su-pected, 
and the integrity of his ¡iurpo.es doubted. 
The speaker knew him, his aims and hopes 
and desires well, and knew them to be pure, 
patriotic and just, aud in the interest of 
human liberty. 
Davitt is almost alone en­ 
titled to the credit of preventing the conflict 
that seemed imminent. He scouted the plans 
of the farmers, and showed them they could 
not resist by force of arms. 
The Irish were 
unorganized in a military sense, and had 
learned by hard experience that they cannot 
hope to strike the blow for liberty until Eug- 
land is engaged in a foreign war. 
Davitt 
showed them that the better plan,was to 
stand out manfully and openly for what they 
believe to be right, and appeal to the world 
to justify their claim that the land of Ireland 
belongs to the people. If they did not by that 
plan get all they asked, they might at least 
secure concessions, and meanwhile educate 
the people up to a higher plane of citizen­ 
ship. 
Still, s. me misunderstood Davitt, and 
thought him only a madcap—a revolutionist. 
But 
the 
resuit 
of 
his 
doctrines 
was 
the 
Land 
League, 
and now 
no more 
does the tenant go bare-headed and slavishly 
to beseech his landlord, but goes openly, 
with right in his hand, and debates his issues 
with him, man to man. 
Personal resistance 
has had its effect, and has checked the carry­ 
ing out of oppressive and obnoxious laws and 
awakened the sympathy of the enlightened 
of the world. 
The landlord’s pocket i < the 
weakest place in the whole system, and there 
the attack and the appeal were made. 
Two 
years ago the Irish farmer and agricultural 
laborer were politically dead, vuting at the 
will ol the landlord and trembling under the 
fear of eviction. 
The Irish lack not bravery. 
The fear of what might come to wife and 
child in case of eviction made them slavish. 
But that has passed, and to day they are in­ 
dependent in action and voice aud have 
risen 
to a higher appreciation of ttieir 
manhood 
The 
change 
is 
marvelous. 
Though born in the poor Irish farming 
c’ass and raised among them and knowing 
them well, the speaker was startled hy the 
chatige that has come over them. 
It means 
the bringing into public life of 600.000 men 
who have heretofore kept back and been no 
factors in political issues. Now they are com­ 
bined, and agitate, and reason, and debate, 
and invite the criticism of the world, and 
measure wits, not arms, with the English 
statesmen. 
But the great service of the 
Land League has been its success in connect­ 
ing the Orangemen to Irish naticnality and 
the land (question. 
It is an honest, square 
and certain conversion. 
It is doubted here 
but he knew it 
to 
be deep, true and 
lasting. 
A work 
has thru 
been 
done 
which 
if 
the 
Land 
league 
perished 
tomorrow without other 
accomplishment 
would suffice to crown it with everlast­ 
ing glory. 
It has broken down sectarian 
hate, forever buried sectarian JBud. has 
brought the Irish of the north fare to face 
with their country, has shown them the Irish 
of the south and west are liberal in view 
t toward them, and that their interests are in 


common. 
He did not blame the Orangemen. 
They had been educated to believe the Cath­ 
olic Irish want only to attain to power to cut 
their throats for religion’s sake. 
Now they 
see that 
the Catholic Iri-hman is just 
as jealous 
of the nrlá 
of 
the 
church 
in 
political 
affairs 
as 
any 
can 
be, 
and 
that, 
he 
will 
not 
tolerate 
the 
rule of Rome in Irish p 1 t cq however 
devoted he is to the church in her spiritual 
form. 
It was a fact t at the brains of all 
the great Irish movements of the past had 
cotre from the Protestant Irish people, ytt 
the great mass of the Protestant Irish have 
heretofore looked on the 
Irish 
national 
movement coldly, to say the least. But their 
brother Irishmen have bhown them that they 
are in earnest, for they chose an Irish Pres­ 
byterian member from the north to represent 
them in Parliament, though they had a 
Catholic vote almost unanimous. 
Parnell 
himself is an Episcopalian. 
So, too, with 
oth.-rs, it has been shown that religion is 
not 
a 
factor 
in 
the 
political 
situa­ 
tion. 
In 
his 
own 
town 
he 
was 
utterly astonished at a la'e Land L» ague 
meeting to find thirteen out of twenty of 
the officers on the platform to be Orange­ 
men. all of whom he well knew. 
The L..nd 
League chiefs wect up into the north, and 
after they had talked with the people they 
found their interests were in common; that 
the iand questi.au was one of bread and but­ 
ter. 
First, however, private meetings were 
held ia the north and weie well received, and 
then came the public meetings, and now there 
is a chasm between the mass ard bedy of the 
Orangemen and their late leaders, chiefly 
magistrates, which can never be bridged nor 
dosed. A vreat meeting was called for Brook- 
brougli, in Ulster, and its President was the 
Master of the Orange Lodge. 
The Graud 
Lodge, mo-tly magis’rates, is-ued an ..ppeal 
referring tu old prejudices aud hate--, and 
called a meeting for the same place and spot 
They hoped to incite these men to old anger 
and bring on a conflict. 
Every Orangeman 
could go to the meeting armed, for arms are 
permitted to hiar which are denied to his 
Catholic neighbor. So the magistrates hoped 
to bring on a conflict and break the Land 
League's influence, b u titfailel. 
Tr.eofficers 
of the meeting appealed to t.he men to keep 
their temper ur else remain quietly at home. 
Fifteen hundred came to the Laud League 
meeting. 
The local magistrate prohibited 
the assembly, as unlawful, aud the people 
moved 
on 
out 
of 
his 
jurisdiction 
and held the meeting. 
That was a test of 
their sincerity. They have taken a step they 
cau never go back on, and'will not. 
The gap 
between them aud their former leaders is too 
keep and #ide now». They face their country. 
In the advance of the age old-time sectarian 
prejudice is being buried, and no more 12 li- 
of-J uly riots will be heard of. 
The North of 
Ireland men contribute now more liberally 
- f their money to the work of the Land 
League than any others in Ireland, and there 
isa saying in Ireland that when a “ far- 
downar ” gives his money lie means it. They 
stand to day hxud-in-haud with their Catho­ 
lic neighbors, believing, in and protesting for 
political tquality, freedom of conscience and 
the Irish cause, aud are no longer the tools of 
England. Even the sons of the Scotch farmers 
brought over to replace {Irishmen have come 
out and are with the Land League, aud per­ 
sonal iuterest, liberty, aud the right, nave 
united all. 
This accomplishment is fraught 
with consequences, the importance of which 
no man can now overestimate. 
The speaker 
continued witli a declaration of what is the 
most advanced thought in Ireland to-day. 
which he declares to be for a separation from 
England, a republic, small land owners, life- 
hol.lings by the people, freedom o f-. very man 
to worship as coorciex ce dictates, political 
equality, 
no established church, etc. 
He 
sketched the possibilities for the Irish people, 
and believed that Ireland can, under self­ 
government, be made what she once was, a 
great hive of industry, a manufacturing na­ 
tion. 
He took occasion to differ from Henry 
George’s essay statements as to the necessity 
of separating the Irish land from the Irish 
nati mal question, and held that no foreign 
legislature can enact laws for a people so well 
as a home legislature. 
,

[IN T H R E E P A R T S — P A R T 1.1 
The almost 
insuperable difficulty of 
telling a story with even-a grain of truth 
in it is this—or, I should rather say, the 
two insuperable 
difficulties are th e se : 
First, there is never the fainteat dramatic 
point about really true stories ; secondly, if 
they are worth telling at all, they are al­ 
most always incredible. 
And the truer 
they are the more pointless and the more 
incredible they are. 
The story I am going 
to tell is neither dramatic nor probable. 
And yet it seems to me worth telling—in­ 
dependently of its inherent curiosity—as 
an instance of those extraordinary freaks 
of psychology which now and again throw 
out of gear altogether the every-day expe­ 
rience of practical men, among whom I 
have some claim to be reckoned. 
It has, 
also, a yet more important bearing upou 
the manner of making delicate investiga­ 
tions which, if I remember toYlo so, I may 
perhaps take occasion to point out before I 
have done. 
As when I sent you my last 
contribution to your museum of profes­ 
sional curiosities, I will merge my own 
proper personality in that of my inform­ 
ant, the solicitor who played so leading 
and, for a time, so uncomfortable a part in 
the aff air. 
For all purposes it is more con­ 
venient to 
translate “ h e" into “ I ” 
when one is telling another mau’s story. 
Indeed, it is almost essential to the pro­ 
cess of telling the tale as it was told to me. 
I, then, early one forenoon, received a 
visit from my very best client, John Buller. 
John Buller was a gentleman who, still 
hardly past the prime of life, had made a 
considerable fortune as a builder and con- 
trac’or. 
Altogether, there must have been 
something outof the common about him, for 
he had become the wealthy man he certainly 
was seemingly iu defiance of all established 
precedents ami rule3. 
He was not what is 
commonly—and often very mistakenly—

Ho certainly 
was not one of those who hold that in busi­ 
ness a man should have no enemies and no 
friends. 
All men were his friends uutil, as 
sometimes would happen, they became his 
enemies. 
And yet one might know him 
for years w ithout suspecting that he had 
any sort of temper at all. 
Doubtless it 
was the consciousness on his own part of 
having one, and the suspicion that it 
might be a weakness or a failing, that 
made him feel needlessly hard and reserved. 
On the whole, I incline to ascribe his suc­ 
cess in life less to courage and over-confi­ 
dence than to a yet more unbusiness-like 
habit of always doing his work a little 
better than 
his 
contract required. 
I 
would pay ten per cent, higher rent,

Do you mean 
to say that some rascal has been clever 
enough to fill up and sign a whole check in 
yonr handwriting, even down to the least 
turn of the small stroke of the pen ? 
I ’d 
have sworn to this being your own hand­ 
writing before a jury.” 
“ Ay, Mr. Standish ; and so would I, if 
I didn’t know. But I do know ; and th a t’s 
no more my check than it's yours. 
And 
I ’m hanged if I know what to do.” 
“ You’ve seen the hank manager here ? 
W hat docs he say ?” 
“ No, I haven’t. 
I haven’t seen a sonl ; 
and what’s more, I don’t mean to, unless 
I'm driven. 
And it’s to get out of being 
driven I’ve come to yon. 
This check isn't 
the first of ’em, Mr. Standish ; no, nor the 
second, nor yet the third. 
There’s four 
checks of fifty pounds apiece ; and I ’ve 
not drawn one.” 
“ And you haven’t found it out till 
now ? ’ 
“ I’ve found oat nothing, Mr. Standish ; 
m ark that—not one word. 
Nothing’s 


found out till it’s proved. I wan’t to know 
what I can do.” 
That premature question was th e .only 
sign of precipitancy or impatience I had 
ever seen in John Buller. 
I began to see 
th at he was disturbed by something be- 
vond the loss, to himself or the bank, of 
£-200, or by the less detestable necessity of 
being mixed up in what looked like a crim; 
iual matter. 
So I made no answer, which 
is always the best way of getting quickly 
at the bottom of a story.

“ Not know the name of your own clerk 
of the works at Redport? 
By Jove, Mr. 
Buller, I shall begin to think you a queer 
sort of a business man 1” 
“ W e’re at crooked answers, Mr. Siand- 
ish, it seems to me,” be said, wiping his 
forehead hard, though the weather was 
unusually cold. 
“ My clerk a t Redport is 
Adam Brown.” 
“ Then it’s lucky Mr. Adam Brown 
didn’t live when forgers were hanged,” 
said 1. 
“ You won’t he able to recover 
from the bank, I’m afraid ; such forgeries 
as those defy even extraordinary care to 
detect them. 
A hank clerk is expected to 
be a great d ea l; bnt nobody expects him 
to be a conjurer. 
B ut—”

“ I honor your confidence in your em­ 
ployes, sir,” said I.

Here is a man whom you trust implicitly 
on your own showing. 
There is your 
check-book for one night every week un 
der the same roof with him, the place 
where yon keep it probably known to him. 
That man knows your writing, and how 
you rill up checks and your counterfoils. 
The man transacts all your business with 
the bank at Redport. 
T hat mac, it seems, 
may account to you or not account to you 
just in what form he will. 
Nobody else 


in your employ seems- open to suspicion : 
no stranger could act in such a way w ith­ 
out instant detection. 
Think w hat any 
jury would say to such a state of things. 
We’ve as yet go no direct proof ; bnt, with 
such circumstantial evidence to start with, 
direct proof is absolutely sure to come. 
W hy, he might hope to carry on such a 
g am e’of that safely for many years ; at 
any rate till he had restored what he had 
takeD, as all those young rascals always 
‘ mean’ to do some day wiien some impos­ 
sible horse wins some impossible Derby. 
Aud, I ’m afraid, previous good character 
in such cases always goes against a man. 
It doubles the guilt of his downfall, and 
is indeed, the vSry means and cause of his 
being able to fall. 
Adam Brown is the 
man.” 
John Duller a anger passed suddenly, as 
if ashamed of itself ; and there was no mis­ 
taking the profound grief and distress of 
the tone in which he answered me.

N e w Y o k e , M ay 13th.— O n Wednesdcj- 
the Herald commenced the publication of a 
series of articles from an occasional W ashing 
ton correspondent, giving what he chose to 
call “ an inside history of the last Presiden­ 
tial campaign." The e articles have appeared 
every morning since. 
Following aie their 
salient points : The correspondent declares 
th at the great battle now beiog waged in the 
Senate is really between Conkling and Blaine, 
and th at the President has taken the part of 
the latter. 
The correspondent speaks of the President 
thus : “ We have had some men in the Exec­ 
utive chair who were not 
very strong 
intellectually, 
men 
who 
were 
man 
aged 
and 
molded 
by 
crafty 
party 
leaders among their contemporaries, 
and 
whose names remaiu to us as synonyms 
of political stupidity and imbecility ; but it is 
doubtful if there ever was an occupant of 
the W hite House who has been so completely 
fooled and blinded a3 the twentieth President 
of the U nited States. 
There is something 
supremely ridiculous between the promise 
and performance of his 
Administration. 
Every move he has made since the 4!h of 
M arch has been a blunder. 
H e has become 
exclusively a slave of petty spites and the 
tool of reckless, designing politicians. Cock­ 
ling has not asked for a single appointment, 
though Garfield has frequently sent to Conk 
ling for advice.” 
The correspondent says th at before the 
election, w h.n things 
looked black 
for 
the Republicans, a conference was 
held 
in New York, at which Conkling was invited, 
b a t refused to attend. 
Garfield, however, 
met Lsvi P. Morton, who had also refused, 
and as inducements to him to raise money of­ 
fered him his choice of these offices: First, 
Secretaryship of the Treasury ; second, the 
headship of the new syndicate then contem­ 
plated for refunding the d e b t: third, the E n­ 
glish mission, or Fourth, the French mi.i»i n, 
if he preferred that. 
Another offer made 
was that the State patron:g', in ca-e of his 
election, should go to the S s*e Senators to 
aid the State Committee. 
G aiflfld was not 
only wi ling to make pledges, bat he was 
willing to bart. r away anything in his gift, 
■provided he could only win. 
W hile the 
M entor statesm an was thus bargaining with 
every politician whom he thought could in­ 
fluence a vote or give a d' liar with which to 
buy one, he was in the pauses of his politic .1 
intrigues delivering that wonderful series 
of moral and 
poli'ical platitudes which 
were the delight of Sunday schools iu all 
sections of the country. 
When through 
friends hé was urging “ star route Brady ” to 
come down and help alc-Dg the good fi^ht, he 
was masquerading as a ref rmer and Chris­ 
tian statesman on the porch of his M entor 
homestead. 
Daily in the campaign Garfield 
was driven to deqrair, until at last, through 
the good offices of Cheater A. A rthur, Conk- 
liog and G rant caused his election, and then 
Garfield’s promises melted into thin air. 
He 
took tl.e bit bet» e-n his teeth, and held con­ 
ferences in ail directions with all sorts of 
persons. 
If the conversations and promises, 
uterviews, bargains and broken pledges of 
: 1 «field, since his nomination a t Chicago to 
0 present time, could be arranged and 
anted, they would present a record which 
would make it difficult to decide whether he 
is not the weakest and most vacillating of 
’.en, or the most cunning and adroit of polit- 
i vl wire-pullers of the bas-r sort. 
Finally, 
it enne to the turn of Conkling to be invited, 
and like a royal Republican leader he went 
to Mentor to assist; but from first to last he 
was treated with a want ot frankness. 
The correspondent describes conversations 
between Garfield and Conkling on the ap­ 
pointments of Folger and others to Cabinet 
si isitiona. If Garfield meant anything when 
tie summoned Conkling to M entor it was that 
bo should consult him and take his advice in 
the construction of his Cabinet, so far a t least 
as the State of New Y oik went.

Conkling’s advice, declaring th at the Cus­ 
tom-house sh uld not be disturbed while 
M erritt’s term lasted—nearly two 
years. 
This c inference occurred Sunday, and on 
the Wednesday next foil iwii g R- tiertson’s 
nomination to supersede M erritt iu the Cus- 
tom-lr.use was sprung upon the country, and 
th at was really Blaine’s work.
